Admire  the  goodncfsof  God  towards  us  in  the 
frame  andHrudureof  our  bodies,  the  admi¬ 
rable  Artifice  whereof,  Galen^  though  a  Na^ 
turalifl^  was  fo  taken  with,  that  he  could  not 
but  adjudge  the  honor  of  a  hymn  to  the  wife 
Creator  of  it*  The  continuance  of  the  whole,  and  every 
particular,  is  fo  evident  an  Argument  of  exquifite  skill  in 
the  Maker,  that  if  I  ftiould  purfue  all  that  futes  to  my  pur- 
pofe,  it  would  amount  to  too  large  (  yet  an  entire )  Volume. 
I  (ball  therefore  write  all  that  is  needful  to  be  known  by  all 
men,  leaving  the  reft  to  bcfupply’d  by  Amtomifts:  Audi 
think  there  is  no  man  that  hath  any  skill  in  that  Art ,  but  will 
confefs,  the  more  diligently  and  accurately  the  frame  of  our 
body  is  examined, it  is  found  the  more  exquifitely  conforma¬ 
ble  to  our  Reafon,  Judgement,  and  DcCrei  fo  that  fuppofing

itMtjMetjfit  i4fefiil»efs-,\>at  as  for  their  beauty ,I  have  trea¬ 
ted  largely  of  it  in  my  youthful  merry  Poeihs.Sc  now  am  not 
minded  to  tranfcribe  my  tender  nice  fubjeft,  and  couple  it 
with  my  feverer  ftik;  Iwillonely  note  how  fafely  they  arc 
iad  fiiiy  frAmtdoaz  for  the  ufe  they  are  intended : 
The  Brow  and  the  Nofe  faves  them  from  harder  ftrokesj  but 
fuch  a  eurioHS  part  as  the  Ejt  being  neceffarily  liable  to  mif-

againft  the  importunity  of  the  Enemy-,  which  is  done;alfoc- 
very  night,  whether  there  be -any  prefent  affaultorno,  as 
if  nature  kept  Garrifon  in  this  Acrofolii  of  mans  body,  the

vertue  of  its  ProceJJus  Ci Hares ^  can  thruft  forward,  or  draw 
back  that  precious  ufeful  part  of  the  Eye,  as  the  nearnefs  or 
diftanceof  the  objefts  (hall  require.  Sixthly  and  laftly,  The 
Tunica  Retina  is  wkite^  for  the  better  and  naorc  true  recepti¬ 
on  of  thefpeciesof  things,  (as  they  ordinarily  call  them) 
as  white  paper  is  fittefl:  to  receive  thofc  Images  into  a  dark 
room;  and  the  eye  is  already  fo  perfed,  that  I  believe  it  is 
not  needful  to  fpeak  anymore  thereof;  we  being  able  to 
move  our  head  upwards  and  downwards ,  and  on  every  fide, 
might  have  unawares  thought  our  fclves  fufficiently  well 
provided  for;  but  Nature  hath  added  Mafcicsalfo  to  the 
Eyes,  that  no  perfeftion  might  be  wanting  for  we  have  ©ft 
occafion  to  move  our  Eyes,  our  Heads  being  unmoved,  as  in 
reading ,  and  viewing  more  particularly  any  objed  fet  be¬ 
fore  us ;  and  that  this  may  be  done  with  more  cafe  and  ac¬ 
curacy,  (he  hath  furniflied  that  Organ  with  no  IclTc  then  fse 
feveral  Mufehs  and  indeed,  thisframing  of  Mcifclcs,noc 
onely  in  the  Eye,  but  in  the  whole  body,  is  admirable  for  is 
it  not  a  wonder  that  even  ail  our  flefh  fhould  be  fo  handfom- 
ly  formed  and  contrived  intodiftind  pieces,  whofe  rife  and 
infertions  fliould  be  with  fuch  advantage  that  they  do  ferve 
to  move  fome  part  of  the  body  or  other  ?  and  that  the  parts 
of  our  body  are  not  moved  onely  fo  conveniently  as  wil  ferve 
us  to  walk  and  fubfift  by,  but  that  they  are  able  to  move  c- 
very  way  imaginable  that  will  advantage  us;  for  we  can  fling 
out  Legs  and  Arms  upwards  and  downwards ,  backwards^ 
forwards,  and  round  ,  as  they  that  fpin  ,  or  would  fpread  a 
Mole-hill  with  their  feet.  To  fay  nothing  of  Reffiration,  the 
conftridion  of  the  Diafhragme  for  the  keeping  down  the 
Guts,  and  fo  enlarging  xhtThorax^  that  the  Lungs  may  have 
play,and  theafliftaflccof  the  inward  intercoftal  Mufelesm 
deep  fufpirations,  when  we  take  more  large  gulps  of  air  to 
cool  our  heart  over-charged  with  love  or  forrow;  nor  of  the 
curious  Fabrickof  the  Laijaix,  fo  well  fitted  with  Mufclcs  for 
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the  modulation  of  the  Voice,  tunable  fpcech  ,  and  dclicions 
fnging :  You  may  adde  to  chefe  the  notable  contrivance  of 
the  Hearty  its  mo  ventrielesjLwA  its  many  valvuU^  fo  fram’d 
andfeituated,  as  is  moft  fit  for  the  reception  and  tranfmifli- 
on  of  the  blood,  and  it’s  fen t  thence  away  warm  to  comfort 
and  chcrifh  the  reft  of  the  body-,  for  which  purpofc  alfo  the 
valvuU  in  the  veins  arc  made. 

But  vre  fee  by  experience  thatjoj  grief  proceed  notin 
all  men  from  the  fame  caufes,  and  that  men  differ  very  much 
in  theconftitution  of  the  body,  whereby  that  which  help- 
eth  and furthercth  vital  conftitution  in  one, and  is.  therefore 
delightful,  hindcreth  &  croffeth  it  in  another,  and  therefore 
caufeth  grief  difference  therefore  of  Wits^  hath  its  origi¬ 
nal  from  the  different  paflions,&  from  the  ends  to  which  the 
appetite  Icadeth  them.  As  for  that  difference  which  arifcik

oncintire  bone,  without  thofe  griftly  Jundures.  She  hath 
ftrengthened  our^^^frj  and  with  Nailes  ^  whereas  fhe 
mighc  have  fent  out  that  fubfiance  at  the  end  of  the  firft  and 
fecond  Joints,  which  had  not  been  fo  handfom  and  ufeful 
nay,  rather  fomewhaccroubl^fomc  and  hurtful.  And  Ia%| 
She  bath  made  all  bones  devoid  of  fen^e^  becaufe  they  were  to 
bear  the  weight  of  themfelves,  and  of  the  whole  body^  and 
therefore  if  they  had  had  fenfe,  our  life  had  bpen  painful  con¬ 
tinually,  and  dolorous. 


And 
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And  now  I  hare  confidcrcd  the  fitnefs  of  tfic  parts  of  mans 
bodiefor  the  good  of  the  whole,  let  me  butconfider  briefly 
his  fences  and  ;hii  nature,  and  then  I  intend  more  folidly  to 
demonftrate  the  caufe  of  all  Difeafesjand  with  that  the  Cure, 
beeaufe  I  intend  a  Method  of  Rofic  CrncUn  promi- 

fed  w  my  rvay  Blijfe.  By  our  fcreral  Organs,  we  have  fe- 
veral  Conceptions  of  fcvcral  qualities  in  the  objeds  j  for  by 
fight  we  have  a  conception  or  image  compofed  of  colour  and 
figure,  which  is  all  the  notice  and  knowledge  the  objed  im- 
parteth  to  us  of  its  nature,  by  the  excellency  of  the  eye.  By 
Hearing  we  have  a  conception  called  which  is  all  the 

knowledge  we  have  of  the  quality  of  the  objed  from  the 
Ear:  And  fo  the  reft  of  the  Scnccs  arc  alfo  conceptions  of 
fcreral  qualities  or  natures  of  their  objeds. 

Beeaufe  the  Image  in  vifion  confifting  of  colour  and  fliape,’ 
is  the  knowledge  we  hare  of  the  qualities  of  the  objed  of 
that  Sence,  it  is  no  hard  matter  for  a  man  to  fall  into  this  o- 
pinion.  That  the  fame  colour  &  fhape  are  the  very  qualities 
themfelves- and  for  the  fame  caufe  that  found  &  noife  are  the 
qualities  of  a  piece  of  Canon  or  Culvcring  charged  with 
fulphurous  Powder,  fired,  or  of  the  Air :  And  this  opinion 
hath  been  fo  long  received,  that  the  contrary  muft  needs  ap¬ 
pear  a  great  Paradox.  The  fame  qualities  arc  eafier  in  a  bell-, 
and  yet  the  introdudion  of  fpecies  vifible  and  intelligible, 
(  which  is  necelfary  for  the  maintenance  of  that  opinion  ) 
pairing  to  and  fro  from  the  objed  ,  is  worfe  then  any  Para¬ 
dox,  as  being  a  plain  impofsibility.  Ilhall  therefore  endea¬ 
vor  to  make  plain  thefc  points. 

That  the  fubjcd  wherein  colour  and  image  arc  inherent, 
is  not  the  objed  or  thing  feen. 

That  there  is  nothing  (really)  which  we  call  an  Image  or 
Colour. 

That  the  faid  Image, or  Colour,  is  but  an  apparation  unto 
us  of  the  motion,  agitation,  or  alteration,  which  the  objed 
worketh  in  the  brain,  or  fpirits,  or  fomc  internal  fubflance 
of  the  Head. 

That  as  in  vifion, fo  alfo  in  conceptions  that  arife  from^  the 
other  fenfes,  the  fubjed  of  their  inherence  is  not  the  objed, 
but  the  continent.  '  That 
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That  conceptions  and  apparitions  arc  nothing  really,  but 
motion  in  fome  internal  fubftance  of  the  Head  ,  which  mo¬ 
rion  not  flopping  there,  of  neceflity  muft  there  either  heijr, 
or  hinder  the  motion  which  is  called  Vital  •  when  it  hcipeth 
it  is  called  Delight,  Contentment  or  Pleafure  ,  which  is  no¬ 
thing  really  but  motim  about  the  hearty  as  conception  is  nothing 
but  motion  in  the  head\^  and  the  objcds  that  caufe  it  are  called 
Pleafant^or  Delightful  and  the  fame  Delight,  with  reference 
to  the  objcft ,  is  called  Love-^hvLt  when  fuch  motion  weakneth 
or  hindreth  the  vital  motion, then  it  is  called  and  in  re¬ 

lation  to  that  which  caiifeth  it,  Haired. 

There  arc  two  forts  of  pleafures  ,  whereof  one  fccmeth 
to  affed  the  corporeal  Organ  of  the  fence  ,  and  that  I  call 
fenfual,  the  greateft  part  whereof  is  that  by  which  we  arc 
invited  to  give  continuance  to  onr  fpecies',  and  the  next  by 
whichamanisinvitedtomeat,  for  prefer vaciori  of  hisindi-  . 
vidual  perfon.  The  ocher  fort  of  Delight  is  not  particular¬ 
ly  any  part  of  the  body,  and  is  called  The  Delight  oftha  mind^ 

&  is  that  which  we  call  Joy.  Likewife  of  pains,  fome  affed  the 
body  ,  and  are  therefore  called  The  pains  of  the  bodji^  and 
fome  not,  and  thofc  are  called

H Ere  Tam  forced' to  fpeak  what  Ihavein  my  Familiar 
Spirit ^  and  it  is  not  impertinent  to  my  purpofe-  there¬ 
fore  if  we  fay  that  the is  a  meer  modification  of  the  hody^ 
tbey««/ then  is  h\itowtuniveyfal  acultj  of  the  body  ,01c  2imz,n''y 
faculties  put  togecher^and  thofc  operations  which  areofualiy 
attributed  unto  the/e;//,mufl  of  neccllity  be  attributed  un¬ 
to  the  body :  I  demand  therefore.  To  what  in  the  body  willi 
you ^iitihyxicfpontani'oHt motional  underftand  thereby  a  pow- 
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cr  in  our  felvcs  of  wagging  or  holdinr*  ftill  niofl  of  the  parts 
of  our  Wjr,  asour  W3fuppofe,  ot  little  finger'.  If  you  will 
fay  that  it  nothing  but  the  immiffion  of  the  fftrlts  into  fuch 
and  fuch  Mufcles  ^  I  would  gladly  know  what  does  immit 
thcfc/pmV/,  and  dired  them  fo  curioufly.^  is  it  thcmfelvcs? 
or  the  brains  ?  or  that  particular  piece  of  the  brain  they  call 
the  Pine' Kernel?  What  ever  it  be  ,  that  which  doth 
thus  immit  them ,  and  dired  diem ,  muft  have  Anlmadr 
.  verfioH'^  and  the  fame  that  hath  Ammadverfion^  haih  Memory 
and  Reafon  alfo:  Now  I  would  know  whether  the/^rtV/Vj  them- 
fclves  be  capable  of  Animadver lion,  Memory^  and  Reafon-^  for 
it  indeed  feems  altogether  impoffiblej  for  thefe  animal fpirits 
*  are  nothing  clfe  but  matter  very  thin  and  liquid,  whofe  na¬ 
ture  confifts  in  this,  that  all  the  particles  of  it  be  in  motion, 
and  being  loofe  from  one  another,  friggeand  play  up  and 
down  according  to  the  meafurc  and  manner  of  agitation  in 
them. 

I  therefore  demand  which  of  thefe  particles  in  thefe  fo  ma¬ 
ny  loolly  moving  one  from  another*,  hath  Animadverfitn  in 
it?  if  you  fay  that  they  all  put  together  have-  I  appeal  to 
him  that  thus  anfwers,  how  unlik^elyit  is  that  thatftiould 
have  Animadverjion  that  is  fo  utterly  uncapablc  of  Memory ^ 
and  confequently,  of  Reafon-^  for  it  is  impofsible  to  conceive 
memory  competible  to  fuch  afubje!l:5  as  it  is  how  to  write 
CharaElers  in  the  Water ^  or  iif  the  Wind.  * 

If  you  fay  the  Brain  immits  and  direds  thefe  fpirits-  how 
can  that  fo  freely  and  fpmtaneoufly  move  it  felf ,  or  another, 
that  hath  no  Mufcles?  Befides  DolUr  Culpepper  tells  you  that 
though  the  Brain  be  theinftrument  of  fence ,  yet  it  hath  no 
fenfe  at  all  of  it  felf;  how  then  can  that  that  hath  no  fence  di. 
rect  thus  fpontaneoufly  and  arbitrarioufly,the  animal  fpirits  in 
to  any  part  of  the  body  ?  an  Act  that  plainly  requires  deter¬ 
minate and  perception :  But  let  the  Phyficians  and  Anate- 
mifls  conclude  what  they  will,  I  (hall,  I  think,  little  leffe  then 
demonftrate  that  the  brains  have  no  fence  -,  for  the  fame  in  us 
that  hath  fence.^  hath  likewife  animadverfon  and  that  which 
hath  animadverfon  in  hath  alfo  ia  faculty  of  free  and  arbi- 
trarious  W  Reafon, 


Lee 
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Let  us  now  confider  the  nature  of  the  fee  how  com- 

petible  thofe  alterations  are  to  fuch  a  fubjeft;  verily  if  we  take 
a  right  view  of  this  Laxe  pith  or  marrow  in  mans  /!)M</,neithet  our 
fence  nor  underHanding  can  dilcover  any  thing  niorc  in  this fub* 
flance  that  can  pretend  to  fuch  noble  operations,  as  free  imagi¬ 
nation  and  fagaciouscolledlions  of  Rea/on,  then  we  can  difeern 
in  &  lump  of  ora  pot  of  honey-^fot  this  loofe  that  is  thus 

wrapped  up  within  our  Cranium,  is  but  a  fpongie  and  porous  be- 
and  pervious, not  onely  to  the  animal fpirits, hut  alfo  to  more 
Juiceand  Liquor;  elfeitcould  not  well  be  nourilhed,  at  leaf):  it 

could  not  be  fo  foft  and  tnoillned  by  drunhennefs  and  exeefs ,  as 
tomaketheunderftanding  inept  and  fottiftiin  its  operations. 
Wherefore  I  now  demand ,  in  this  foft  fubftance  which  we  call 
the  brain ,  whofe  foftnefs  implies  that  it  is  in  feme  meafure  li¬ 
quid,  and  liquidity  implies  a  feveral  motion  of  loofened  parts- 
in  wbat  part  or  parcel  thereof  does  Fancy,  Reafon,  and  Animal 
verfion  he  ?  In  this  laxe,  confiftence  that  lies  like  a  Net ,  all  on 
heaps  in  the  water-,  I  demand ,  In  what  Knot,  Loope,  tr  Interval 
thereof , does  this  faculty  of  free  Fancy,  and  aBive  Reafon  refidei  I 
believe  not  a  DoBorin  England,  nay,  not  Dr.  Culpepper  himfelf 
were  he  alive,  nor  his  men.  Doctor  Freeman,  and  the  reft,  can  af- 
fignmeany;andif  any  will  fay,  in  all  together;  they  muft  fay 
that  the  whole  brain  is  figured  into  this  or  that  reprefentation 
which  would  cancel  memory,  and  take  away  all  capacity  of  there 
being  any  diftinft  notes  and  places  for  the  feveral  fpecies  of 
things  there  prelented.  But  if  they  will  fay  there  is  in  every 
part  of  tiise  brain  this  power  Animadverf entuid  Fancy,they  Sive 

to  remember  that  the  brain  is  in  feme  meafure  a  liquid  My  znd 
we  muft  enquire  how  thefe  loofe  parts  underftand  one  anothers 
{evenl  Antmadverfons  and  notions;  and  if  they  could  ('which 
is  yet  very  unconceivable  )  yet  if  they  could  from  hence  do  any 
thing  towavdthe  immijjion  and  direction  of  the  animal  fpirits  in¬ 
to  this  or  that  part  of  the  body,  they  muft  do  it  by  knowing  one 

a ioint  contention  of  ftrength,  aswhen 
many  men  at  once,  the  word  being  given  when  they  weigh  An¬ 
chor,  put  their  ftrength  together  tor  the  moving  of  that  Mdffie 
that  the  fingieikength  of  one  could  not  deal  with*  but 
this  is  to  make  the  feveral  particles  of  the  brain  fo  many  indivi-

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Jaat  perfons-,  a  fitter  objeA  for  laughter,  then  the  lead  meafare 

of  belief.  r  u 

Befides,how  come  thefe  many  Anmadverfions  to  leem  but  one 

to  us,  our  mind  being  thefe,  as  is  fuppofed  Or  why  if  the  fi¬ 
guration  of  one  part  of  i\\t  brain  be  communicated  to  all  the 
reft,  does  not  the  fame  object  feem  fituated  both  behind  us, 

andbeforeus,above,andbeneath,.on  the  right  hand  and  on 

the  left-  andcvery  wayvastheimprefsof  theobjed  is  reflected 
againft’ all  the  parts  of  the  brains)  but  there  appearing  to  us 
but  one  animadverfion,  and  one  fight  of  things,  it  is  a  fumcicnc 
Argument  that  there  is  but  onc^  or  if  there  be  many,  that  mey 
are  not  mutually  communicated  from  the  parts  one  to  another, 
and  therefore  there  can  be  no  fuch  joint  endeavor  towards  one 
defign*  whence  it  is  manifeft,  that  the  brains  cannot  mtn  tt  or 
rect  thefe  animal  fftrits  into  what  part  of  the  body  they 

pleafe.

have  been  found  without  hrains;  and  this  I  faw,  ^C^tn  in 
ehrilley  in  Arabia,  that  was  accidentally  kiU  d  by  an  Alcade,zni 
an  Arabian,  the  ftory  is  pleafant  but  not  perc.nent  to  our  pur- 

pofe-  but  this  man  had  nothing  but  a  limpid 

Fnfteadof  hrains,  and  the  hrains  generally  are  eafily 

into  a  watery  confiftence,  which  agrees  with  what  I  intimated 

before.  Now  I  appeal  to  any  free  Judge,  how  likely  thefe  liquid 

particles  are  to  approve  themfelves  of  that  nature  and  power, 

as  to  be  able  by  erecting  and  knitting  themfel  ves  together  for  a 
momentof  time,  to  bear  themfelvesfo,  as  with  one  pint  con¬ 
tention  of  ftrength ,  to  caufe  an  arbitrarious  obligation  o 
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xhcffirits  into  this  or  that  determinate  part  of  the  /c^-,but  the 
abfurdity  of  this  I  have  fufficicntly  infiiiuatcd  already. 

The  Nerves  ,  I  mean  the  iMarrerc  of  them,  which  is  of  the 
famcfubflance  with  the have  no  fence,  as  is  demonftrated 
from  a  Catalefjit^  or  Catcchm-^  but  I  will  not  accumulate  Argu¬ 
ments  in  a  matter  fo  palpable.  As  for  that  little  fprunt  piece  of 
the  which  they  call  the  Ccnacicn  ^  that  this  ftiould  be 
the  very  fubftancejWhofc  natural  faculty  it  is  to  move  it  felf, and 
hy  it^ faction  zndncels  to  determine  thecourfeof  the  ffirits  into 
this  or  that  part  of  ^he  body ,  feems  to  me  no  lefs  foolifh  and 
fabulous  then  the  Storie  of  this  entituled  Deetor  Freeman^  fo 
much  commended  by  ignorantly  innocent  people:  If  you  heard 
but  the  magnificent  fiorie  that  is  told  of  the  little  lurking 
•  Mujhrme,  how  it  does  nor  onely  hear  and/^f,  hxit imagines ^re a- 
jens^emmands  the  whole fabrick^  of  the  body  more  dexteroufly 
ihtn  Indian  Bey  6o^%2inElefhant  ^^  what'an  acute  Logician^ 
fuhtile  Geometrician,  prudent  Statefman^  skilful  ?hy(i dan ^  and  pro¬ 
found  Vhilofopher  he  is  /  and  then  afterwards  by  diffection  you 
difeover  this  worker  of  miracles  to  be  nothing  but  a  poor  filly 
contemptible  Knob ^  or  Vrotuberancy  ^  confifting  of  a  thin^m- 
hrane^  containing  a  little  pulpous  matter,  much  of  the  fame  na¬ 
ture  with  the  reft  of  the  Brainy 

Spectatum  admifsi  rifum  teneatis  amici? 

W ould  you  not  fooner  laugh  at  it,  then  go  about  to  confute 
it?  and  truly  I  may  the  better  laugh  it  now,  having  already  con¬ 
futed  it  in  what  I  have  afore  merrily  argued  concerning  the  reft 

of  the  Brain. 

I  (hall  therefore  make  bold  to  conclude,  That  the  imprefs  of 
Spontaneous  Motion  is  neither  from  the  Sinmsilfpirits  ^  nor  from 

the  Brain,  &c.  therefore  that  thofe  operations  that  are  ufually 
attributed  unto  theyc/?/,  arc  really  incoinpetible  to  any  part  of 
the  Wj;  and  therefore ,  as  in  the  laft  Chapter  I  hinted,  I  fay. 
That  the  foul  is  not  a  meer  modifeatien  of  the  body,  butafub- 
ftance  diftinct  therefrom. 

Now  we  are  to  enquire,  Whether  thisjubflancedif  inet  from 
what  we  ordinarily  call  the  W;,  bc  alfoit  k\^  2.  Corporeal Sub- 
ftance,  or  whether  it  be  incorporeal}  If  you  fay  that  it  is  a  cor¬ 
poreal  fubftance,  you  can  underhand  no  other  then  matter 

^  2,  more 
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more  fubtile  and  tenuious  then  the  animal  fpirits  themfelves, 
mingled  with  the[n,anddifperfed  through  the  veffels  and  porofi- 
tiesof  thebpdy^  for  there  can  be  no  penetration  of  dimcnfi- 
ons :  But  I  need  no  new  arguments  to  confute  this  fond  conceit; 
for  what  I  faid  of  the  anl  iwl fpirlts  before,  is  applicable  with  all 
eafe  and  fitnefs  to  this  prefcnt  cafe-,  and  let  it  6e  fuflicient  that  I 
advertife  you  fo  much,  andfo  be  cKcufed  from  the  repeating  of 
she  fame  thingsover  again. 

It  remains  therefore  that  we  conclude,  That  that  which  im- 
preffes  Spontaffeons  Jidothnupon  the  body  or  more  immediatc- 
!y  upon  the  animal  ffirits  i  That  which  imagines,  remembers, 
andreafons.is  an  immaterial  fubftancc,difl:incc from  the  body^ 
which  ufes  the  animal  ffirit  r  and  the  hrain  for  Infiruments  in  fuch 
and  fuch  operations.  A.nd  thus  wehavefounda//?;>/>ina  pro¬ 
per  notion  and  fignifiGation,  that  hath  apparently  thefe  facul¬ 
ties  in  it ,  it  can  both  iinderltand  and  move  corporeal  mat¬ 
ter. 

Andnowthisprizethat  wchave  won  will  prove  for  our  de- 
(ign  in  this  new  Method  of  Phyfick  and  Philofophy  of  very  great 
conrequcncc;foritis  obvious  hereto  obferve  chat  the  foul  of 
man  is  as  it  were  0:«  a  c^mpendiins  flattie  of  the  Deitj'^ 

her  fubftance  is  a  (olid  Effigies  of  God-^  and  therefore  as  with  eafe 
weconfider  thefubftance  and  motion  of  the  vaft  Heavens  on  a 
little  Sphere,  or  Globe,  fo  we  may  wick  like  facility  contemplate 
the  nature  of  the  Almighty  in  this  little  VIodel  of  G'td,  the  foul  of 
Man,  enlarging  to  Infinity  what  we  obferve  in  our  felves  when 
we  transfer  it  unto  God,  as  we  do  imagi  ne  thefe  Circles  which 
we  view  on  the  Globe ,  to  be  vaftly  bigger  while  we  fancy  them 
as  deferibed  in  the  heavens. 

Wherefore  we  being  alfured  of  this.  That  there  is*a  fpiritual 
fubftance  in  our  felves,  in  which  both  thefe  properties  do  refide, 
of  cheunderflanding,and  of  moving  the  corporeal  matter-, 
let  us  but  enlarge  our  minds  lo  as  to  conceive  as  well  as  we  can 
of  a  fpiritual  fubftance  that  is  able  to  move  &  actuate  all  matcjer 
whatfoever, never  fo  far  extended,  and  after  whatway  &manner 
foeverit  pleafe,and  chat  it  hath  noconely  the  knowledge  of  this 
or  that  particular  thing,  but  a  diftinct  and  plenary  cognizance 
of  all  things;  and  we  have  indeed  a  very  competent  apprehen^ 
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(lon  of  the  n^tiyreof  the  eternal  and  in vifible  God, who  like  the 
feulof  man,  does  not  indeed  fall  under but  does  every* 
where  operate  lo,  that  his  perlbn  is  eafily  to  be  gathered  from 
what  is  difeovered  by  our  outward  fences. 


CHAP.  V. 

Cf  Plants-,  that  the  meer  mot  ion  of  the  matter  may  do  femethinf' 
yet  itvfillnotammt  to  ths  produEl  ton  of  Plants  :  That  it  is  no 
botch  in  Nature  that  fame  Phenomena  bs  the  refu'ts  of  Motion 
others  of  fubjf  anti  al  forms,  Tlhat  beauty  is  not  a  meer  fancy, and 
that  the  beau. y  and  Venue  of  Plants  is  an  Argument  that  they 
are  made  for  the  ufe  of  ony  bodies  from  an  intelleBsual  prinei-- 
pie.  ^ 

HOW  weak  is  tJMm  if  you  confider  his  nature,  what  faculties 
he  hath,  and  in  what  order  he  is  in  refpect  of  the  reft  of  the 
creatures}  And  indeed ,  though  his  body  be  but  weak  anddif- 
arm  d,  yet  his  inward  abilities  of  ,  and  artificial  contri¬ 
vance,  is  admirable,  both  for  finding  out  thok  fecret  Medicines 
which  God  prepared  for  the  ufe  of  Man  in  the  Bowels  of  the 
Earth,o^  Plants  Minerals, 

And  firft  of  V tgetables,  where  I  (hall  touch  onely  thefe  four 
heads,  their  form  and  beauty,  their  feed,  their  fi gnat  ures ,  and  their 
^eat  ufe,  as  well  for  medicines  B.s  fujlenance  and  that  we  may  the 
better  underftand  the  advantage  we  have  in  this  clofer  contein- 
plationaf  the  works  of  nature,  we  arc  in  the  firft  place  to  take 
notice  of  the  condition  of  the  fubftance,  which  we  call  matter 
how  fluid  and  Hippery,  and  undeterminate  it  isof  it  felf.  or  if 
U  be  hard,  how  unfit  it  is  to  be  changed  into  any  thing  elfe-  and 
therefore  all  things  rot  into  a  moifture  before  any  thing  can  be 
generated  of  them, as  we  foften  the  waxbefore  we  fee  on  the  feal. 

Now  therefore,  unlefs  we  will  befoolifh  ,  asbecaufechc  uni¬ 
form  motion  of  the  Air,  or  fome  more  fubtil  corporeal  Element 
may  fo  equally  comprefs  or  bear  againftthe  parts  of  a  little 
vaporous  mnfiure,  as  to  form  it  into  round  drops  .  as  we  fee  in 
ttiedew,  aadoiher^experiments)  and  therefore  beeaufe  this 

more 
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more  rude  Slid  c8n  do  fomethin^,  to  conclude 

that  it  does  all  things-,  WemuPin  allreafon  confefs  thatthere 
is  an  eternal  Mwd  and  Tfrw,  whereof  the  matter  is  thus  ufe- 

fully  formed  and  changed.  ^ 

But  meer  rude  and  undirefled  metkn^  becaufe  naturally  it  will 
■  have  fomc  kind  of  refults,  that  therefore  it  will  reach  to  fuch  as 
plainly  imply  a  wife  contrivance  of  counfcl,  is  fo  ridiculous  a 
Sofhifm.^s  I  have  already  intimated, that  it  is  more  fit  to  impofe 
'  upon  the  inconfideratey^o/^/j' of/oc/f  &  then  upon  men  of 

Mature  Rcafon,and  wellexercifedin  ,  orthejr^'s;^ 

fvaElifcd^feY^ifhicallj  iUkTyiijmted  Rojie  Cvticlcms,  Admit 
that  Rain^  and  Snow^  and  Wwd^  and  /cf,  and  ITkunder^ 

and  Lightnings  and  a  Star  I  mention  for  example ,  that  may  be 
let  in  among!];  Meteors,  by  fome  called  Hellens-ftar^  and  is  well 
known  at  Sea^  I  have  feen  it  melt  Cepper  Vejfels  a- board  a  fhip-  it 
cometh  of  an  heap  of  fuch  vapors  as  are  carryed  by  violent  crofs 
winds  up  from  the  Earth-,and  fuchjike  Jideteors  may  be  the  pro* 
du6s  of  heat  and  cold^  or  of  the  motion  and  reft  of  certain  fmall 
particles  of  the  mattery  yet  that  the  ufeful  and  beautiful  contri¬ 
vance  of  the  Branches,  Flowers,  and  Fruits  of  Plants  (hould  be 
fo  too, f  to  fay  nothing  yet  of^f«fr4/.f,  and  the  bodies  of  raenj 
is  as  ridiculous  and  fupine  a  colledf  ion,  as  to  infer,  That  becaufe 
meer  heat  and  cold  does  foften  and  harden  W^ax,  and  puts  it  in¬ 
to  fome  fhape  or  other,  that  therefore  this  meer  heat  and  c6ld> 
or  Motion  and  Reft,  without  any  Art  and  Direction,  made  the 
5//ter«S’e^/ too,  and  graved  upon  itfo  curioufly  fomc  Coate  of 
Arms  or  the  fhape  of  fomeBirdorBeaft,  asanEagle,  a  Lyon, 
&c.  nay  indeed  this  inference  is  more  tolerable  farthentheo- 
ther,.thefe  effeds  of  Art  being  more  eafie  ,  andlefs  noble  then 

thofe  other  of  nature.  ' 

Nor  is  it  any  deficiency  at  all  in  theWorks  ofA^4r/^rf>,that  lome 
particular  Phancmena  be  but  the  cafie  refults  of  that  general 
motion  communicated  unto  the  matter  from  others  the 
e!Fcds  of  more  curious  contrivance,  orof  the  Dhnne-Ar  ^  or 
Rea  fen  (for  fuch  are  the  ?/tyci  cur  the  Rativnes  Seminales) 

incorporated  in  the  Matter,  efpecially  the  Matter  it  felf  being 
in  fome  fort  vital,  elfe  it  would  not  continue  the  motion  that  it 
isputupon,whenitisoccafionally  this  or  the  other  way  mo- 
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ved^and  befides  the  Nature  of  Go^  being  the  moft  perfedful- 
nefs  of  life  that  is  pofiibly  conceiveable ,  it  is  very  congruous 
that  thisoutmoft  and  rcmoteft  (hadow of  himfclf,  be  fomc  way, 
though  but  obfcurcly  vital :  Wherefore  things  falling  off  by 
degrees  from  the  highcft  perfedion,  it  will  be  no  uneven  or  un  - 
proportionable  ftcp,  if  defcending  from  the  cop  of  this  utmofl: 
Creation,  Man,  in  whom  there  is  a  more  fine  conception,  or  re¬ 
flexive  Reafon  ,  which  hangs  on,  as  every  man  hath  fo  much 
experience  as  to  have  feen  the  and  ocher  vifible  objects  by 
reflexion  in  the  Water  and  Glafles ,  and  this  as  yet  (hall  be  all 
I  will  fayYor  this  rcafon^  I  will  give  you  more  then  I  promifed  in 
the  Contents  3  by  four  propoficions  concerning  the  nature  of 
conceptions,  and  they  (hall  be  proved-  and  aifo  of  the  main  de¬ 
ception  of  fence^  that  Colour  and  Image  may  be  there  where  the 
thing  feen  is  not :  But  becaufe  it  may  be  faid,That  notwithflan- 
Image  inxhtiVater  be  not  in  the  object,  but  a  thing 
mccrly  phantaflical^  yet  there  may  be  colours  really  in  the  thing 
icfelf,  I  will  urge  further  this  experience,  That  divers  time^ 
men  fee  directly  the  fame  object  double  ,  as  two  Candles  for 
one,  which  may  happen  from  diftemper,  or  otherwife  without 
diftemperif  a  man  will-,  the  being  either  in  their  right 

temper,  or  equally  diftempered,  the  colours  ^iCiAimages  in  two 
fuch  charaliers  of  the  fame  thing,  cannot  be  inherent  therein  be- 
caufe  the  thing  feen  cannot  be  in  two  places. 

Oneof  Images  therefore  is  not  inherent  in  the  OhjeH 
butthereeing,thc  of  the  fight  are  then  in  equal  temper 
ordiftemper,  the  oneof  them  is  no  more  inherent  then  the  o- 
ther,  and  confequently,  neither  of  them  both  are  in  the  Oh]ects^ 
which  is  the  firfi  propoficion  mentioned  in  the  precedent  num¬ 
ber. 

Secondly,  that  the  Image  of  any  thing  by  reflexion  in  a  glafs 
or  water  3  or  the  like,  is  not  any  thing  in  ,  or  behind  the  glafs’ 
or  in, or  under  the  Water,  every  man  niaygranc  to  hinfelf 
which  is  thefecond  propofition  of  Des  Cartes, 'Vov  thirdly.  We 
are  to  conrider,firft.  That  every  great  agitation  or  conciilTion 
of  the  brain  (  as  it  happeneth  from  aftroke,  efpecially  if  the 
ftroke  be  upon  the  eye  )  whereby  the  Optick  Nerve  fuffereth  a- 
ny  great  violence,  affeaYethhz^oxQ,  the  Bjes  a  certain 
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which  lij^ht  is  nothing  without ,  but  an  apparition  oncly; 
all  that  is  real  being  the  concuffion  or  motion  of  the  partsof 
the  Nerve-  from  which  experience  we  may  conclude ,  T hat  ap¬ 
parition  of  light  is  really  nothing  but  motion  within.  If  there¬ 
fore  from  Lucid  bodies  there  can  be  derived  motion  ,  fo  as  to 
affect  the  Optick  Nerve  in  fuch  manner  as  is  proper  thereunto, 
there  will  follow  an  Image  of  light  fome-where  in  that  line  by 
which  the  motion  was  lall  derived  to  the  eye,  that  is  to  fay  ,  In 
the  object,  if  we  look  directly  on  it,  and  in  the  Glafsor  Wa¬ 
ter, when  we  look  upon  it  in  the  line  of  reflexion,  which  in  effect 
is  the  third  propofition,  namely.  That  image  and  colour  is  but 
an  apparition  to  us  of  that  motion  ,  agitation,  or  alteration, 
which  the  object  worketh  in  the  brain  or  fpirits,  or  fome  inter¬ 
nal  fubflance  in  the  head* 

But  that  from  all  lucid,  (hining,  and  illuminate  bodies,  there 
is  a  motion  produced  to  the  eye,  and  thorow  the  eye,  to  the  Cp- 
tkh^Ntrve  and  fo  into  the  Brain  ^  by  which  the  apparition  of 
light  or  colour  is  effected,  is  not  hard  to  prove.  And  firfl,  it  is 
evident  that  the  Fire ,  the  onely  lucid  body  hereupon  Earth, 
worketh  by  motion  equally  every  way,  infomuch  as  the  motion 
thereof  flopped  or  inclofed,  it  is  prefently  extinguifhed,  and 
no  more  fire.  And  further.  That  that  motion  whereby  the  fire 
worketh,  is  dilation  and  contraction  of  it  fclf  alternately,  com¬ 
monly  called  Scintillation,  or  glowing,  is  manifeft  alfo  by  expe¬ 
rience- from  fuch  motion  in  the  fire  mufl  needs  arife  a  rejection, 
or  calling  from  it  felf  off  that  part  of  the  medium  which  is  con¬ 
tiguous  to  it,  whereby  that  part  alfo  rejecteth  the  next,  andfo 
fucceflivcly  one  part  bcateth  back  another  to  the  very  eye,  and 
in  the  fame  manner  the  exteriour  part  of  the  eye  preffeth  the 
interiour,  (  the  Laws  of  refraction  ftill  obferved. )  Now  the 
interior  coat  of  the  eye  is  nothing  elfe  but  a  piece  of  the  Optick 
Nerve^  and  thereiore  the  m.otion  is  ftill  continued  thereby  into 
the  Brain ^  and  by  refiftance  or  re- action  of  the  Brain\  is  alfo  a 
rebound  into  the  Optick  Nerve  again,  which  we  not  conceiving 
as  motion  or  rebound  from  wfithin,  do  think  it  is  without,  and 
call  it  Light,  as  hath  been  already  (hewed  by  the  experience  of  a 
.  ftroake;  We  have  no  reafon  to  doubt  that  the  Fountain  of 
Light,  the  Sun, worketh  by  any  other  ways  then  the  T/>f,at  leafc 
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in  this  matter-, and  thus  all  vifion  hath  its  original  from  fuch  mo¬ 
tion  as  is  here  deferibed-,  for  where  there  is  no  light,  there  is  no 
hght  j  and  therefore  colour  muft  be  the  fame  thing  with  light, 
as  being  the  effed  of  the  lucid  bodies,their  difference  being  one- 
ly  this,  That  when  the  light  cometh  dircdly  from  the  Fountaia 
to  the  eye,  or  indiredly  by  reflexion  from  clean  and  polite  bo¬ 
dies,  andfuch  as  have  not  any  polite  bodies ,  and  fuch  as  have 
not  any  particular  thotion  internal  to  alter  it,  we  call  it  light- 
but  vphen  it  cometh  to  ^hc  eye  by  reflexion  from  ur;cven,  rough, 
and  courfe  bodies,  or  fuch  as  are  affeded  with  internal  motion 
of  their  own  that  may  alter  it, then  we  call  it  Colour-^  colour  and 
light  differing  oncly  in  this,  that  the  one  is  pure ,  and  the  other 
perturbed  light;  by  that  which  hath  bcenfaid,  notonely  the 
trmhjof  the  third  propofition,  but  alfo  the  whole  manner  0£ 
producing  light  and  colour,  is  apparent. 

As  colour  is  not  inherent  in  the  objed,  but  an  effed  thereof 
upon  us,caufcd  by  fuch  motion  in  the  objed  as  hath  been  deferi- 
bed;  fo  neither  is  found  in  the  thing  we  hear ,  but  in  our  fclvcs; 
one  manifeft  fign  thereof,  is.  That  as  man  may  fee ,  fo  alfo  he 
may  hear  double  &:  trebbic  by  multiplication  of  Ecchoes, which 
Ecehocs  arc  founds  as  well  as  the  Original;  and  not  being  in  one 
and  the  fame  place,  cannot  be  inherent  in  the  body  that  maketh 
them;  nothing  can  make  any  thing  which  is  notin  it  fclf  5  the 
Clapper  of  a  Bell  hath  no  found  in  it,  but  motion ,  and  maketh 
motion  in  the  internal  parts  of  the  Bell;  fo  the  Beil  bath  motion 
and  not  found,  that  imparteth  motion  to  the  air ;  and  the  airc 
hath  motion,  but  not  found ;  the  air  imparteth  motion  by  the 
car  and  nerve  unto  the  Brainy  and  the  Brain  hath  motion,  but 
not  foundj  from  the  Brain  it  rcboundeth  back  into  the  Nerves 
outward,  and  thence  it  becommeth  an  Apparition  without, 
which  we  call  found ;  And  to  proceed  to  the  reft  of  the  fences* 
it  is  apparent  enough^  that  the  fmell  and  tafte  of  the  fame  thing 
^are  not  the  fame  to  every  man ,  and  therefore  arc  not  in  the 
*^jhing  fmelt  or  tafted,  but  in  the  men  ;  fo  likewife  the  heat  we 
^  is  Bianifcftly  in  us,  and  is  quite  different  from 

toe  heat  which  is  in  the  firc;  for  ou^  heat  is  picafure  or  pain , 
accDrdingasit  is  greater  moderate;  but  in  the  cool  there  is 
•ao  fuch  thing ;  By  this  the  laft  is  proved,  v/z.  that  as  ip  vifion , 

D  f o 
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fotlfotn  Conceptions  that  arife  from  other  fcnfcs,  the  fub/eck 
of  their  inherence  is  not  in  the  objed  ,  but  in  ilie  Sentinent ; 
Anifrom  hence  alfo  it  followeth  that  whatfoever  accidents  or 
qualities  our  fences  make  us  think  there  be  in  the  world ,  they 
be  not  there,  but  arc  feeraing  and  apparitions  only  »  the  things 
that  really  arc  in  the  world  without  us ,  are  thofe  motions  by 
which  thefe  feemings  are  caufed  *,  and  this  is  the  great  deception 
of  fence,  which  alfo  is  to  be  by  fence  corrcd^cd:  -  for  as  fence 
telleth  me  when  I  feedirc^ly,  that  the  colour  feemeth  to  be  in 
thcobjed-,  fo  alfo  fence  tellcth  me  when  I  fee  by  refledion, 
that  colour  is  in  the  objed.  Bat  now  I  am  out  of  the  way 
from  the  outward  Creation  of  Man,  in  whom  there  is  a  princi¬ 
ple  of  more  fine  and  reflexive  rcafon,  which  hangs  on,  though 
nocin  that  manner,  in  the  more  perfed  kinde  of  Brutes,  as 
fence  alfo  ( loth  to  be  curbed  with  too  narrow  compafs)  layes 
hold  upon  fomc  kinde  of  plants,  as  in  thofe  fundry  forts  of  Zoo- 
fhytA^  but  in  the  reft  thtre  arc  no  further  footfieps  difeovered 
of  an  animadverfive  forme  abiding  in  them  5  yet  there  be  the 
effects  of  an  inadvertent  forme  (^oyO-  ivv\‘&)  of  materiated 
or  incorporated  Art  or  fcminal  Rcafon  •  I  fay  it  is  no  nncYcn 
jot  to  pafsfrom  the  more  faint  and  obfeure  example  of  Sperma- 
tical  life,  to  the  more  Confider able  effects  of  general  Motion  in 
Minernlls^  Metalls,  nor  yet  to  fay  any  thing  of  the  Medicines 
extracted,  mortified,  fixt,  diffolv'd  and  incorporated  with  their 
proper  veaglcs  ,  becaufe  we  have  intended  it  our  laft  bufinefs 
to  return  to  Mineralls ,  Metcals ,  and  fundry  Meteors  ^ 
whofe  eafie  and  rude  (hapes  have  no  need  of  any  particular 
principle  of  life,  or  Spcrmatical  form  diftinct  from  the  reft,  or 
motion  of  the  particles  of  the  matter. 

But  there  is  that  curiofity  of  form  and  beauty  in  the  more 
noble  kinde  of  Plants,  bearing  fueh  a  futaWencfs  and  harmony 
with  the  more  refined  fence  and  fagacity  of  thc^foul  of  Man, 
that  be  cannot  choofe  (his  intellectual  touch  being  fo  fwccily^ 
gratified  by  what  it  deprehends  in  fuch  like  objects, )  bat 
knowledge  that  fomehidden  caufe  much  a-kin  tahis  own  nature 
.that is  intellectual,  is  the  contriver  pcrfcctcr  of  tbefe  fo 
pleafantfpectaclcs  in  the  world. 

Nor  is  it  at  ail  to  the  purpofe  to  object  that  tboi  bafineft  of 
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'  Beauty  and  comclincfs  of  proportion  is  but  a  conceit ,  becaufc 
fomc  men  acknowledge  no  fuch  thing,  and  all  things  arc  alike 
handfometo  them,  who  yet  notwithftanding  have  tiic  ufc  of 
their  eyes  as  well  as  other  folks-  for  I  fay  ,  this  rather  makes 
for  what  we  aim  at,  that  PulchritHde  is  conveyed  indeed  by  the 
outward  fences  unto  the  foul,  but  t  more  intellectual  faculty  ti 
that  which  relifhes  it-,  as  an  AftroUgicaU ^  or  better 
Ceometricall  Schtam  is  let  in  by  the  eyes,  but  the  Bemcnfiraticn  ts 
difeern’d  by  :  And  therefore  it  is  more  rational  to  af¬ 
firm,  that  fomcintcllectual  principle  was  the  Author  of  this 
Fnlihritude  of  things,  then  that  they  fhould  be  thus  fa(hioB*d 
Ifithoatthe  help  of  that  priflciplc;  And  to  fay  there  is  no 
fueh  thing  as  Pulchritude^  and  fome  fay,  there  is  no  way  te  felici¬ 
ty  ;  Thciirft,  Ianfwer,is  becaufc  fome  mens  fouls  arc  fo  dull  and 
fiuptd.  And  the  fecond  is  that  they  never  knew  The  way  te  hlifs^ 
The  firft  cannot  rclifli  all  objects  alike  in  that  rcfpcct  j  The  fe¬ 
cond  knows  not  haffinefs ,  nor  the  way  to  long  life ,  nor  the 
means  tsHeaM,  not  how  to  return  from  Age  to  Tct^th  ,  &c. 
which  is  ts  tbfiird  and  groundlefs  as  to  conclude  there  is  no  fuch 
diing  ts  Reafon  and  Bemouftratieny  becaufc  a  natural  fool  cannot 
retch  onto  it.  But  that  there  is  fuch  a  thing  as  The  way  to  Blifs^ 
Long  lifeyLtid  t  certain  way  to  Healthy  not  as  yet  known  in  Eng^ 
tatod^  l  wtil  d»onfiirttc  itr  o  Tretcifis  by  tt  feif-  The  way  to 
I  (hall  (hew  you  anon  in  this  book,,  the  rcfl  in  another 
Parc,  tsl  protnifialyoo. 

Now  tit t  there  is  fuch  t  thing  as  Beauty,  and  that  it  is  ac- 
hnowkd^ed  by.the  whole  generations  of  men,  to  be  in  Trees, 
flowers fruits^  and  the  adornifig  of  buildings  in  all  Ages,  is 
aficitinpib,  andttiidefiyablcteftiinony  *  fbrwhat  is  more  and 
ordinary  with  then  then  caking  in  flowers  and  fruitage  for  the 
gamifhtng  of  chetrwork?  Befiuesl  appeal  to  any  man  that  is 
not  foiik into  foforlorne  a  pitch  of  Degeneracy  ;  that  be  is  as 
ftupid  to  thefe  things  as  the  bafeft  of  Beafls,  whether  for  exam- 
plt,  a  ^htly  cot  Tetraedrum^  ittke  or  Jeofoedrum^  have  no  more 
polchfitudc  iir  then),  then  any  tudt  ir$l^  f  euilymgin  the  field 
or  high- way es;  Or  to  name  other  fotid  Figures  which  though 
they  be  not  regular  properly  fo  called,  yet  have  a  fetled  Idea,  dt 
Nttoit , JitaCfiw,  €y Under i  whether  the  fight  iof  thefe 
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do  not  gratific  the  mindcs  of  men  more,  and  pretend  to  more 
elegancy  of  fhape,thcn  thofc  rude  cuttings  or  chippings  of/rpe'- 
that  fall  from  the^Mafons  hands,  and  ferve  for  nothing  but 
to  fill  up  the  middle  of  the  wail,  and  fo  to  be  hid  from  the  eyes 
.  of  Man  for  their  uglinefs ;  And  it  is  obfcrrable,  That  if  Nature 
(hape  any  thi«g  necr  this  Gesmefrica/ accuracy,  thatjwe  take  no¬ 
tice  of  it  with  much  content  and  pleafure,  as  if  it  be  but  exactly 
round,  as  there  be  abundance  of  fuch  ftoncs  upon  ,  a 

hill  in  ArAhUil  have  feen  them  there,  or  ordinarily  Quinquan- 
gular,  or  have  the  fidcs  but  parallels,  though  the  Angles  be  une¬ 
qual,  as  is  feicn  in  fomc  little  ftones,  and  in  a  kinde  of  Alablatfer 
found  here  in  EngUnd  ^  and  ocher  pretty  ftoncs  found  upon 
Bnlver ton-hill  necr  Sidmouth  in  Devonjhire-^  and  ncer  StvAtford  '■ 
upon  Avon^  and  in  Tjms  GrovcatCo/f«»in  WArwickefiire-y  are 
found  fuch  ftones  that  grow  naturally  carved  with  various 
works, fome  with  Rofes,  others  iCith  Lyons  ,  Eagles,  and  all 
manner  of  dclightfull  works  •  Thefeftones  I  fay,  gratifie  our 
fight,  as  having  a  nearer  cognation  with  the  foul  of  man  that  is 
rational  and  intellectual,  and  therefore  is  well  pleafed  when  ie 
meets  with  any  outward  object  that  fits  and  agrees  with  thofe 
congenitc  Ideas  her  own  nature  is  furniChed  with :  For 
metry^  Equality^  and  G$rreffondency  of  parts,  is  the  difeernmenc 

of  Reafon,  not  the  object  of  Scncc,  as  I  hare  in  another  place 

.proved.  ; 

Now  therefore  it  being  evident,  that  there  is  fuch  a  thing  as 
Benpity^  Symmetry  of  proportion,  (to  fay  nothing 

of  the  delightful  mixture  of  colours  ,  and  that  this  is  the  proper 
’  object  of  the  UnderftandingaadRcafon  •  for  thefe  things  be 
not  taken  notice  of  by  the  Beafts)  I  think  I  may  fafely  inferre^ 
that  whatfoever  is  the  firft  and  principal  caufc  oi  changing  the 
fluid  and  undeterminated  Matter  into  (hapei  fer  comely  and 
fymmctrical,  as  we  fee  in  flowers  and  trees,  is  an  onderflanding 
Principle,  and  knowes  both  the  nature  of  man ,  and  of  thoie 
objectsiie  offers  to  his  fight  in  this  outward  and  vifible  worlds 
and  would  have  man  fearch  and  finde  out  thofe  Tecrets  by  the 
which  he  might  keep  his  body  in  health  many  hundred  of  years, 
and  at  laft  find  the  waj  te  BUfs  •  for  thefe  things  cannot  come  by 

€hance,orby  aMultiraBiousactcmptof(h«piirtiof  the  matter 
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upon  themfelves,  for  then  it  were  likely  that  the  fpecies  of 
things  though  fome  might  hit  right,  yet  moft  would  be  maim¬ 
ed  and  ridiculous  •,  but  now  there  is  not  any  ineptitude  in  any 
thing  which  is  a  fign  that  the  fluidneffe  of  the  matter  is  guided 
and  determined  by  the  overpowering  counfel  of  an  eternall 
mind 

If  it  wefc  noMicedlcflc  ,  I  might  inftance  inTundryi  kinds 
of  flowers  herbs  and  trees  ♦,  but  thefe  objects  being  fo  obvious, 
and  every  mans  fancy  being  brauched  with  the  remembrance  of 
Eores.MarifdUsfieliiflomrs^PHHm^^ ulip,  Pmftes,  Primrefes^  the 
leaves  and  clufters  of  the  Vine  &c.  Of  all  which  you  muii  con- 
fefs  that  there  is  in  them  beauty  and  fymetry,  and  ufc  in  Phyfick, 
and  gratcfull  proportion  -,  I  hold  it  fuperfluity  to  weary  you 
withany  longer  indudliion,  but  (liali  pafs  on  to  thofc  confldcra- 
tloni behind,  oftheir feed, fignaure and  ufefullncfs , and  (hall 
ptft through  them  very  briefly,  and  then  I  (hall  come  to 
■inerall Medicines,  thefe  obfcrvables  being  very  ncccffary  firft 

to  be  known  by  way  of  an  Introduction ,  and  as  ordinary 
tndtifilyInt€Uigd>ie..  ,

of  the  Seeds  and  Sign^tHres  of  Plants^  and  wherefore 

COD  made  them, 

Every  plant  bath  its  feed-,  Rofic  Crucians  therefore  fay  there 
are  fecrcc  Myfteries  lye  hidden  in  them, which  (hould  be  our 
delight  to  find  out-,  for  Divine  Providence  made  all  good  for 
the  ufe  of  man ;  And  this  being  no  neceffary  refulcof  the  mo¬ 
tion  of  the  matter,  as  the  whole  contrivance  of  the  plane  indeed 
is  not- and  it  being  of  great  conlequcnce  that  they  have  Seed 
for  the  continuance  of  propagation  of  their  whole  Species^  aiid 
for  the  gratifying  of  mans  Art  alfo,  induOry  and  fieccffitieg 
(for  much  of  Husbandry  and  Gardening  lies  in  ihit  )it  caniiot 
but  be  the  Act  of  Conrfel  to  furnilh  the  fevcral  kinds  of  .Pitntf 
with  their  Seeds,  efpecially  the  Earth  being  of  fneb  t  nature  that 
though  at  firft  for  a  while  it  might  bring  forth  all  mannerof; 
VUnttsf^  as  fome  will  have  it  alfo  to  have  brought  forth  all  kinds 
of  Animals )  yet  at  1  aft  it  would  grow  fo  chat  wichdiia 

the  advantage  of  thofe  fmall  compendious  principles  of  gene¬ 
ration,  the  Crain  of  Seed  would  yeild  no  fach  births,  no 
more  then  a  Pump  grown  dry  will  yeild  any  Water,  onlefs  you 
pour  a  little  Water  into  itHrft,  and  then  for  fo  many  fiafons 
full^  you  may  fetch  up  as  many  T anktrds  fiiH. 

Nor  is  it  material  to  objedtbat  (linking  Weeds,  and 
fonous  f /4«f/,bcar  Seed  too,  as  well  as  the  moft  pleafant  and  ufe- 
ful^  for  even  thofe  (linking  iy/f^/,and  pjfinofu  Plants  have  their 
ufe  in  Rofie  Crncian  Phyftck^ ,  as  you  (hall  know  hereafter  .;  be- 
fidcs  our  common  Phyftck-  Mongers  often  ofe  them  as  their  Fan¬ 
cy  guides  them, grounded  upon  no  other  reafon  then  woful  and 
deadly  experience,  fometimes  theinduftry  of  man  is  exercifed 
by  them  to  weed  them  out  where  they  are  hnrtfal,  which 
rcafonsif  they  feemc  Height,  Ictus  bat  conHder,  that  if  ha- 
mane  induftry  had  nothing  to  conflid  and  ftruggle  with,the  fire 
of  mans  fpirjt  would  behalf  extinguilhed in  the  (l€(h,and  then 
we  (hall  acknowledge  that  that  which  1  have  allcdged  is  notfo 
contemptible  nor  invalid. 

But  fccondly^  Who  knows  but  it  is  fo  with  poyfonous 
as  vulgarly  is  fancyed  concerning  Toads,  and  other  poyfonous 

Serpents^ 
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Serpents  th?.t  lick  the  Venom  from  of!  the  Earth  ?  So  poyfo- 
noos  Plants  may  well  draw  to  them  all  thcMaligne  Juice  and 
nourifhmenc,  thac  the  ocher  may  be  more  pure  and  defse- 
cate,  as  there  are  Recepticles  in  the  body  of  man,  and  Emundo^ 
riesco  drain  them  of  fuperfluous  Choler  and  Melancholy, 

Laftly,  It  is  very  well  kno  nw  by  tliem  that  know  any  thing  in 
Nature  and  Phyfick,  That  thofc  Herbs  that  the  rudear.d  igno¬ 
rant  would  call  WeeJs^  are  the  materials  of  very  foveraign 
<^/V#V/,thac  Acctiltum  HyemAle^  or  Winter  Wolfs  hainy  that  other- 
wife  is  rank  poyfon,  is  reported  to  prevail  mightily  againll  the 
biting  of  Vipers,  Scorpions,  and  mad  dogs,  which  Sir 
f  her  He)Aon  afTentech  unto*,  and  chat  that  plant  that  bears  death 
in  the  very  Name  of  it,  Sdamim  Lethifermn^  prevents  death  by 
procuring  fleep,  if  it  be  ayplycd  in  a  Fever,  nor  are  thofe  things 
to  be  deemed  uprofitable,  fay  the  Kofh  Crncims^  whofe  ufe  our 
heavy  ignorance  will  not  let  us  underhand^  but  they  will  teaeh 
us  as  followeth. 

Wecomcnowto  thcfignaturcs  of  plants,  which  indeed  re- 
fpeds  us  more  properly  and  adequately  then  the  other,  and  is  a 
Kcy(as  Kd/ie  Crstcians  fay)to  enter  man  into  the  knowledge  and 
gfeof  thcTrcafurcs  of  nature  J  demand  therefore,  Whether  itbe 
not  a  very  cade  and  Genuine  inference  from  the  obferving  thac 
fcYcral  herbs  are  marked  with  fome  mark  or  fign  thac  intimates 
tfadr  vertuc ,  what  they  are  good  for  ;  and  there  being  fuch  a 
creature  as  man  in  the  World  that  can  read  $c  underhand  thefe 
figns  and  charaders,  hence  to  colieft  that  the  Author  both  of 
njanand-them  ,  knew  the  nature  of  them  both;  and  bcfides  di¬ 
vine  providence  would  onely  initiate  and  enter  mankind  in  the 
ufcful  knowl^gcof  herTreafures  by  theScraphical  illumina¬ 
ted  Rode  Crucians,  leaving  the  reft  to  employ  the  vulgar  that 
they  might  not  be  idle;  for  the  Theater  of  the  World  is  an  ex- 
creifeof  mans  wit, and  therefore  all  things  are  in  fome  mcafure 
obfeurc  and  intricate;  thac  thcfedulity  of  that  divine  fpark, the 
foul  of  man,  may  have  matter  of  conqueft  and  triumph,  when 
he  hath  done  bravely  by  a  fuperadvenient  affiftance  of  God. 

But  that  there  be  fome  plants  that  bear  a  very  evident  dgna- 
ture  of  their  nature  and  ufe,  for  example,  CApillns  veneris^  Poll- 
trifhwy  or  the  Lye  in  which  it  is  fodden  or  infus'd, 

is 
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is  good  to  wadi  the  head,  and  make  the  hair  grow  in  thofe  places 
that  are  l^are-^  the  deco^iion  of  Oji'ncts^  which  are  a  downey  and 
hairy  Fruit,  is  accounted  good  for  the  fetching  again  hair  that 
hath  been  fallen  by  the  Ptf A' j  the  Leaf  of  Balm  and  AL 

lelma^  or  Wood-Sorrel^  as  alfo  the  roots  of  Anthora^  reprefent  the 
heart  in  figure,  and  are  CordiacaL 

WalnHts  beare  the  whole  Jignarnre  of  the  the  outward 
green  Cortex  anfwers  to  the  Vericranium^  and  a  Salt  made  of  it 
is  fingular  good  for  Wounds  in  that  part,  as  the  Kernel  is  good 
for  the  Brains^  which  it  rcfcmblcs. 

Vmbelicm  Veneris  is  powerful  to  provoke  /;(/?, as  Doftor  Culpef~ 
per  affirms ;  as  alfo  your  feverai  forts  of  Satjrion. ,  which  have 
the  evident  refemblancc  of  the  gcnetal  parts  upon  them*,  Aron 
cfpeciaily,  and  all  your  Orchifes ,  that  they  have  given  Names 
unco,  from  fome  bead  or  other,  as  Cynoforchis ,  Orchis  Afiodes^ 
Tragorchis^&c.  the  lad  whereof  nocoriorious  for  its  Coatifti 
fmcll,  and  Tufts  not  unlike  the  Beard  of  that  Lecherous  Ani¬ 
mal,  is  of  all  the  red  the  mod  powerful  incentive  to  lud. 

The  Leaves  of  arc  very  thick  pricked,  or  pointed 

with  little  holes,  and  it  is  a  fingular  good  Wound-herb,  as  ufe- 
ful  alfo  for  de-obdrueding  the  pores  of  the  body.  -  ^ 

Scorpioides^  Echinm  ^  ot  Scorpion sgraffe  ^  is  like<  the  crocked 
Tayle  of  a  Scerpion-^  and  Ophicglc^urn^  or  Adders  *Tongue ,  hath  a 
very  plain  and  perfed  rcfemblanceof  theTongueofaSerpent;. 
aszKo  Ophiofeorodon  of  the  intife  headand  .uppcrrparts  .of  the 
body^  and  thefe  are  all  held  very  good  againd  poyfon,  and  the 
biting  of  Serpents-,  and  generally  all  fuch  plants  as  are  fpeckled 
with  fpots  like  the  Skins  of  Vipers, or  other  venemous  creatures, 
are  known  to  be  good  againd  the  dings  or  bitings  of  them,  and 

are  powerful  objects  againd  poyfon.  •  . 

Thus  did  divine  providence  by  natural  Uiersgljphicksy  read 
(iion  'LeBures  to  the  rude  wit  cf  vulgar  man-,  others  of  thei’^- 
raphically  illuminated  Fraternity  yhcin^  entred,  and  fufficicntly 
experienced  of  thefe,  found  out  the  reft,  it  being  very  rewont* 
blc  that  other  herbs  that  had  not  fuch  fignaturcs,  might  be  ve¬ 
ry  good  for  Medicinal  ufes,  as  well  as  they  that  had- 
B<.ojic  Crucians  have  (juickned  and  actuated  their  Phlegmatick 
naenres  to  more  freouent  and  effectual  vtnerj  j  ftr  their  Ung 
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Ihts.htMlthJkjtuthfulnefsfi^tm  they  were  not  rery  fiery , to  fty 
ifOthingof  their  hAppineJfe^  riches^  mfdm  Mndvtrtui  ^  becaufel 
hare  in  my  Treicife  of  TbenvAj  to  b life  ^  fpo^cn  of  it  largely.

Y  Ou  (hal  now  briefly  tt<:c  notice  of  the  ufefulnet&profitablc- 
nefsof  planti  both  for  Phyficj^  and  Food,  and  thenpafson 
to  the  confidcration  of  the  infpired  Rofe  Crf^cians ,  what  their 
Medicines  are :  As  for  the  common  ufes  of  Plants,  Uerbals 
teach  youfomething^but  I  refer  you  to  the  fngnUr  Medicines  ef 
R#^r  CrffcUns  in  my  Book  of  The  waj  to  blifs  for  the  falvation  of 
your  health,  Animals  know  as  much  by  inftinct  and  nature*,  and 
that  which  is  raoft  obfcrrable  here ,  is  this,  That  brute  Beads 
know  as  much  as  many  Phyficiahs  do  that  are  taught  by  Herbals 
onely^  and  thefe  deny  the  power  of  God  in  the  Works  of  Na¬ 
ture,  and  the  power  of  Nature  in  the  skill  of  man/  that  it  fhould 
be  impofliWe  to  mai^c  Trees  beAr  fruit  in  December  ^  And  Apple* 
trees  to  grow  to  blofom.  And  benr  Apples  centrArj  to  kind  in  MArck 
Beaflsharc  knowledge  in  the  vertue  of  Plants  as  well  as  menj 
for  the  Toad  being  overcharged  with  rhepoyfonof  the  Spider, 

(  as  is  well  known  )  hath  recourfe  to  the  Plantane-Lcaf.  The 
Weafel  when  flic  is  to  encounter  the  Serpent,  arms  her  fclf  with 
eating  of  Rue.  TheDogwhenheis  fickacthcftomack.,  knows 
his  cure ,  falls  to  his  grafs,  vomits,  and  is  well.  The  Swallows 
make  ufe  of  QeUndine^  the  Lennet  of  EuphrAgia  for  the  repair¬ 
ing  of  their  fight.  And  the  Afs  when  he  is  opprefled  with  melan¬ 
choly  ,eats  of  thcHcrh  A fplenium^otMiltwAfl^dc  fo  eafes  himfelf 
of  the  fwdling  ol  the  fplcen.The  Raven  makes  ufe  of  Qinquefojle 
for  the  prolongation  of  his  life  to  fomtimes  fix  or  fevenhundred 
years^and  therefore  I  thinkit  is  that  the  Kofe  (ZrucUns  preferibe 
theoyleof  R4Tf»/,  andH/irfjfor  the  ufe  of  man  to 

annoint  himfelf,  to  continue  his  flclh  aid  wcll-complexioncd 
body  from  wrinkles  andlamencfs;  and  DiBdmnnmCretenfe 'a 
much  ufed,  as  I  told  yoa  in  my  Wife  ntAns  Crown  ^  Cretian  DittA* 
uj  circs  W ounds  of  what  nature  foever. 


£ 
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Which  thiflg  I  coflccivcno  obfcure  indigation  of  provi¬ 
dence^  for  they  doing  that  by  inftinct  and  Nature ,  which 
men  who  have  free  Reaibn  cannot  but  aci^nowlcdgc  to  be 
very  pertinent  and  fitting,  nay  fuch  that  the  skilfulleft  Phyfici- 
an  will  approve  and  allow- and  thefc  creatures  having  no  fuch 
reafon  and  skill  themfelves  as  to  turn  Phyficians ,  itmufl  needs 
be  concluded  by  vertue  of  that  principle  that  contrived  them 
and  made  them  of  that  Nature  they  arc,  enabled  them  alfo  to 
do  thefe  things. 

Let  us  now  confider  the  Fruits  of  the  Trees,  where  [I  think  it 
will  appear  very  manifeftly,  That  there  was  one  worker  of  Mira- 
(les  ,  andinfpirersf  Ko[ie  Cracians I  might  now  reach  out  to 
Exortick  Plants,  fuch  as  the  Qinaimn-Trii.xht  '^alfime-Tree 
the  Tree  that  bears  the  Nutmeg,  invcloppcd  the  Mace^  as  alfo 
the  famous  Indian  Nut-Tree,  which  at  once  (  as  the  Rofie  Cru¬ 
cians  fay  )  affords  almoftall  the  ncceffaries  of  life;  for  if  they 
cut  but  the  Twigs  at  Evening,  there  is  a  plentiful  and  pleafanc 
Juice  comes  out,  which  they  receive  into  Bottles,  and  drin^in» 
Bead  of  Wine,  and  out  of  which  they  extract  fuch  an  Aquae 
Vitae  as  is  very  foveraign  againft  all  manner  of  fici^neffes  ,  the 
branchesand  boughs  they  make  their  Houfesof,  and  the  body 
of  the  tree  being  very  fpongy  within^theugh  hard  without, they 
cafily  contrive  into  the  frame  and  ufc  of  their  Qanees^  or  boats, 
the  Kernel  the  Nut  ferves  them  for  bread  and  meat,  and  the 
Shells  for  Cups  to  drink  in-,  and  indeed  they  are  not  nicer  empty 
Cups,  for  there  is  found  a  delicious  cooling  milk  in  them-,  be- 
fidcs  there  is  a  kind  of  hemp  that  inclofcs  the  Nut,  of  which 
they  ma^c  Ropes  and  Cables,  and  of  the  fineft  of  it,  Saylcsfof 
their  (hips-  and  the  Leaves  are  fo  hard  and  (harp  pointed ,  that 
they  eafily  mai^e  Needles  or  Bod^ns  of  them  for  ditching  their 
Sayles ,  and  for  other  neceffary  purpofes;  and  that  Preividence 
may  (hew  her  fclfbehigne  as  well  as  wife^^  this  fo  notable  a  Pianjc 
is  not  rcftrainM  to  onecoaft  ©f  the  World, as  the  Eafc-Indics, 
but  is  found  in  Affriea ^Arabia ^s^nd  in  all  thclflands  of  theWeft- 
Indics,ysH//p4«io/^jC/^^^,  where  our  men  arc  rictorers;  and 
fevcral  other  places  of  the  new-found  World.  : 

But  I  thought  fit  to  infift  upon  thefe  things  by  way  of  in-tro- 
duction,  but  to  contain  myfclf  within  the  compafs  of  fuch 

objects 
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©bjcfts  as  are  ncceflary  foro^r  knowledge-  and  familiarly  and 
ordinarily  before  our  eyes, that  we  may  the  better  (thefe  things 
underHood)  take  occafion  from  thence  to  demonftratc  the  Ro- 
fic  Crucian  way  to  health,  and  their  ordinary  Medicines  which 
to  us  are  not  as  yet  known.

needlefs  muddy  i  owe  Is  themlt-^nature  carelefs  of  making  the  reins 
of  Urine  dri.wers  ^  drink^iefs  animals  have  none  at  all  ^  how  to 
clenfe  your  fe  If  from  thefe  idle  Bowels  and  avoid  all  difeafes* 

DO  you  not  confiderthewcakneffe  of  man,what  faculties 
heihathfind  in  what  order  he  is  in  refped:  of  the  reft  of  the 
creatures*  C rucians  obferve  though  his  body  be  weake  and 

difar med ,  yet  his  inward  abiilties  of  rcafon ,  and  artificial! 
contrivance  is  admirable-,  he  is  much  given  to  fcarch  out  the 
Afedicinall  virtues  of  Flants  ,  Wights^  and  Adineralls  ,  and 
hath  found  out  thofe  that  were  of  fo  prefcnc  and  great  con- 
fcqucncc  as  to  be  Antidotes  againft  poyfon  that  would  fo 
quickly  have  difpatchcd  mankind  '  it  were  good  for  us  to  de- 
monftratc  the  Kofie  Crucian  Medicines  ,  now  our  land  is  affiilt- 
ed  with  a  fcknefs  called  the  new  difeafe  ,  of  which  all  forts  , with¬ 

out  remedy,  for  none  as  yet  have  preferibed  a  Medicine  ^  for 
young  men  that  defire  to  livcj  and  for  old  men  that  wilh  for 
heakh  ,  without  which  no  life  is  fweec  and  favor y  ,  then  let 
us  bend  our  felvcs  to  cure  our  brethren  firft,  and  endeavour  to 
(hew  the  means  (  befides  the  commmon  Collegian  Dodors 
drenches,  or  Culpepers  way, how  every  man  may  get  and  keep 
his  health  ,  that  is  fomething  ftrange  but  avowed  truth;  the 
confent  &  cquali(I  mean  agreeable  to  kind)teniper&dulling  our 
four  firft  beginnings,  the  ftaffofour  bodies, for  if  this  knot  be 

E  2  broken  and 
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fcrokcn,&thcyloof  towards  their  former  liberty, they  wax  proud 
and  ftron  j,  and  fight ,  for  their  nature  is  together  by  the  ears, 
and  put  us  to  pain  ,  andletstheruIcofnature,andthis  they  call 
ihcdireafc. 

Then  to  handle  one  at  once  as  our  manner  is,  and'will  keep 
onr  cufiond  {fill ,  to  keep  our  health  and  body  in  teaiper ,  feems 
no  fuch  matter  to  me  as  the  world  would  make  it ,  eren  plain¬ 
ly  impoffible,  when  I  know  all  the  wayes  and  entries  to  let 
indifeafes  and  diftempers  of  the  body,  may  by  fmall  heed  be 
ftspeiiAnd.  fenccil, 

Wee  muft  needs  draw  breath  and  cat  meat  ♦,  for  the  caufe 
I  fhallfpeakc  ofit  in  its  place;  and  as  this  is  not  all  clear  and 
agreeable,  fo  nature  hath  her  leavings^  and  again  Ubour  and  rr/i? 
are  nec  dfnl,  and  perhaps  we  cannot  chufe  but  be  moved  in 
mind  with  joy ,  greife ,  fear ,  hope ,  and  fuch  like  paffions, 
though  the  Smekj  deny  neceffity,  faith  Des  Cartes, 

By  fo  many  wayes  and  gacrs  difeafes  may  enter ,  if  they 
be  not  well  watced  and  looked  unto  ,  which  may  be  done  in 
rcafon ,  and  hath  been  done  often  ,  as  they  affurc  us  that 
have  lived  long  without  all  difeafe  and  ficknefles  ,  as  John 
HarsUng  relates  of  a  Minifter  called  lohn  Afachjaine  to  have  con¬ 
tinued  for  thefe  fourfcorc  years  laft  part  together  in  health,8£af- 
tcr  his  Iiair,teeth,eys&fle(hrenu€d,&  becameyong  again, &fuch 
like  ftories  are  to  be  found  enough  if  we  might  ftay  to  feek  them; 
fome  are  contented  for  all  but  air  and  meat ,  but  thefe  fay  they 
have  often  feeds  of  difeafes  lye  hid  in  them  unable  to  be  forc- 
feen  or  prevented ,  as  we  find  thofe  meats  that  make  the  fineft 
Ihcw,  (  as  Wine  and  Sugar  )  and  fuch  enticeing  baites,  to 
have  hid  in  them  moft  hateful  difeafes  and  dregs  in  the  bottom; 
fo  the  air  when  it  feems  the  bell  and  higheft  ,  yetis  foractiracs 
infeded'and  poyfoned  with  veneraous  breath  fent  out  and 
thruft  into  it  either  from  Below  or  from  the  fears  of  Hea¬ 
ven  ,  and  as  the  caufe  is  hidden  and  unknown  to  usy 
fo  the  hurt  impolTible  to  be  avoyed  and  prevented. 

If  I  lift  to  let  my  fpccch  run  at  large ,  efpccialy  in  o- 
ther  mens  grounds  ,  I  could  findc  that  that  Dfvifion  is 
falfe*,  firft  ,  ( to  come  to  meat  anon  )  and  then  if  ii  were 

true 
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tmc,  yet  thc€tufc[of  that  tnfedion  not  unable  to  be  forefeen 
and  Jiardcd^  but  I  am  fo  forty  for  the  fault  aboYC,that  I  can  the 
better  take  heed  hereafter-,  yet  methinks  it  is  a  grief  to  hear  the 
harmlcfs  and  glorious  divine  things  above,  fo  defaced  with  flan- 
der,  and  no  man  makes  anfwcr  for  them. 

Gentle  Reader,  be  plcafcd  to  ftay  a  little;  If  the  Stars  have  no 
light,  and  fo  no  power  bat  from  the  Sun  that  moft  wholfome 
and  profperous  creature,  then  they  hurt  him  moft  wrongfully^ 
and  reprove  themfelves  very  rightly.  And  again,  if  they  be  but 
a  piece  of  the  finer  part,  andfirft  nature,  as  it  were,  of  the 
World,  as  I  have  fhewed  in  my  Book  of  the  The  Wifi  Mans 
Crovn^  then  they  be  the  wholfomcft  things  in  the  World-,  fo  far 
be  they  from  poyfoned  flander ;  And  fo  let  their  Lights  be  ne¬ 
ver  fo  grofly  mingled  in  their  meetings,  and  thereby  that  ftatc 
of  the  Weather  "chauged  fuddcnly ,  and  from  thence  our 
bodic’s  troubled  and  turned  into  Difeafes ,  becaufc  they 
were  not  prepared  and  made  ready  for  it,  yet  the  things  arc 
good  and  profperous^  and  by  knowledge  of  Aftrology,  or  influ¬ 
ences  of  the  Planets,  and  races  of  the  ftars,wc  may  prepare  our 
fclves,  and  prevent  all,  if  we  cannot  have  that  happinefs  to  con- 
Ycrfc  with  OUT  Guardian Gemfis.  Now  for  lower  reflexion,  it  is 
not  worth  the  anfwering  when  there  is  fo  much  wafte  ground  in 
the  World;  then  let  us  pafs  over  to  that  other  Breach  -,  may  we . 
not  (hun  the  leaving  baits  in  our  Dyec,  and  take  fuch  meat  as  is 
moft  temperate  and  sear  our  Nature  ,  and  then  drefs  the  faraCj 
after  the  moft  kindly  and  wholfome  manner ,  feafoning  it  wer 
with  labour,  minh  and  fleep.? 

And  to  be  plain,  I  have  (hewed  in  another  Treatife  of  mine, 
cntituled.  The  to  hli  fe,  fo  much  noted  by  our  Writers, what 
a  jewel  of  health  it  were  to  ufc  all  raw  8c  temperate  meat,  or  bc- 
cauf  we  be  wife  &  vertuous,and  thisDyet  would  perhaps  change 
our  Nature  of  fire^  but  like  Fhilefifhers^  a  quite,  contrary  way; 
taking  the  bcft,whcnas  none  is  loft,and  leaving  the  worft^which 
is  that  we  now  take,  a  Way  I  fay  ,  to  ftrip  of  all  grofsncfs  and 
foulnefs  of  bodies,  the  only  hurt  of  themfelves,  and  is  the  Food 
of  all  Difeafes. 

I  will  3ell  yon  another  way  which  you  will  think  Orange,  but 
you  (hall  find  it  true  -,  if  the  meat  be  temperate ;  as  I  bid  you 

chafe 
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» chufe  it,  rficrc  is  no  hurt  can  come  thereby,  (if  yon  keepmea- 
fure  in  your  felves )  fave  from  your  leavings;  rhefe  in  fo  clear  a 
Dyct  firft  will  be  veryfew;  but  if  you  would  be  ruled, by  my

Of  all  the  Leavings  In  the  body,  there  are  three  which  the  li¬ 
ver  maketh  moft  troublefojaneunto  us ,  (  for  the  reft  arceafily 
difpatched  )  a  light  and  eafie,  or  rather  ^  fiery  (  as  feme  call  ) 
Choller^^  a  cold  and  heavy  mud,  called  MeUnchodj-^  and  the  third 
is  Vrine^  which  I  wil  treat  of  in  the  next  Chapter,  but  thofe  two 
the  worfer;  and  this  fault  is  not  in  themfclves,  but  all  by  reafon 
of  the  needlefs  and  hurtful  bowels  in  our  bodies,  fas  the  Seeds¬ 
man  ufeth  to  fow  good  and  bad  together  )  which  being  of  the 
fame  kind  and  quality  with  thofe  humor5,do  draw  and  pul  them 
ftil  unto  them  ( as  all  other  parts  and  things  do )  for  their  Food 
^  and  nouriftimentjand  fo  by  the  narrow  paffages  to  and  fro,their 
greedinefsin  pulling  and  holding ,  and  a  hundred  fuch  means, 
fubjed  to  great  mifchanccs,  have  brought  in  as  many  mifehiefs, 
whereas  Nature  the  great  expeller  of  her  unlike,  and  Enemies* 
if  fhc  had  free  choice  and  liberty ,  would  otherwife  with  cafe; 
and  without  hurt,  expel  thofe  Leavings,  efpecially  fo  fmalla 
number  of  the  better  fort  info  clean  a  Dyer ;  nay,  fet  the  ma¬ 
lice  of  thofe  parts,  (thofe  partsare  Melt-Gall^^nd  Reins)  if 
there  be  not  fufficient  ftorcof  other  foul  meat  at  hand ,  likei 
poyfoned  or  a  purging  Medicine,  they  ufe  to  draw  good  Juices, 
and  to  make  Food  of  them-,  what  is  not  manifefted  in  this  chap¬ 
ter,  (hall  methodically  be  demonftrated  in  the  enfaing,  for  I  in¬ 
tend  to  beferious  in  this  part  of  my  Book  ,  and  will  (hew  you 
what  Nature  taught  me.

OF  Arlflotle  it  is  reported,  That  he  is  the  witty  Spye  of  Na¬ 
ture, and  as  if  he  had  been  made  in  this  matter , he  (hews  the 
need  andufeof  the  greater  Entrails  and  Bowels  of  Wights, 
faith  very  truly  and  wifely ,Thc  Heart  and  Liver  as  the  fpring  of 
Life  and  Food,  to  be  needfol  for  all  Wights^  adding  to  the  hot¬ 
ter  one, the  Brain  to  f(?(?/,and  the  Lights  to  clenfe  the  Heaty  ftay- 
ing  there  as  if  he  thought  the  ocher  three  unprofitable-,  nay  for' 
one  of  them  in  the  fame  Book,  (I  fay)  telling  the  (lories  of  the 
Hart  and  Camel,  and  giving  the  reafon  why  they  be  bothfo  - 
fwife,  healthful,  long-liv'd  and  other  good  properties  above  the 
reft  enfeoffed, vouched  in  plain  tearms,  the  want  of  the  fiery  and  ^ 
feummy  Gall,  as  a  great  Enemy  to  them,  for  the  Melt  that 
muddy  Bowel,  that  it  may  be  left  out  as  needlefs  in  the  bodies  of  ^ 
the  better  creatures.  The  Meadows  Cortina  and  Mugga- 
declare  when  by  arrange  and  hidden  vertue  they  bereave 
the  Beads  thereof  that  graze  upon  .them  of  it*,  the  Herb  is  called 
Afplenium-y  as  I  told  you  in  the  preceding  Chapters,  nay,  that  - 
the  Milt  is  not  onely  idle,  but  hurtful, which  all  experience,  even 
in  our  felvcs  hath  taught  it. 

The  Turks  light  Footmen,  (I  fay,  which  I  know  not  by  what 
example  unlefs-it  were  the  wahtof  the  fame  in  the  Camel ,  ma¬ 
king  the  Bead  able  to  travel  an  hundred  miles  a  day  ,  andfi? 
without  drink  fifteen  dayes  together)  being  in  their  childhood ' 
purged  of  their  Milt,  prove  thereby  the  mod  light,  fwift,  found 
and  lading  Footmen  in  the  World.

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As  for  the  veins  of  Urine-drawers,  as  drinklcfs  crei  tares  have 
none  at  all,  fo  feme  men  have  bat  one  of  them ,  as  if  nature  paf-  1 

fed  not  to  make  any  at  all  ^  if  we  could  forbear  out  drink  (  as  i 

thefc  Beads  do  by  kindc,  and  feme  men  by  cuftom  )  we  might  [ 

the  better  fparc  them,  and  avoid  many  mifehiefs  in  our  bo-  i 

dies. 

Therefore  the  odd  man,  TarAcelfns ,  I  know  not  by  what  i 
^  light,  if  not  of  thcEoJteCrtfs^  (caftin  I  think  from  feraphical  1 
illumination  )  not  encly  fees  thefc  faults ,  but  alfo  finds  wayes  * 
to  amend  them,  and  to  cut  the  mifehiefsofF  all  thefc  three  noy-  \ 
fome  parts,  not  with  any  ycildirjg  Craft ,  but  with  Rofie  Cruci-  1 
an  divine  kind  of  Healing,  with  Anrum  fo  that  to 

avoid  all  difeafes  thatfpring  of  the  Leavings,  take  of  Aurnm  1 
fotAifile  y  one  ounce-  one  pound  of  thcOylc  of  Ravens-,  two 
pound  of  MiltuvAjir ,  or  Afplenium-^  a  handful  of  Cwkffyie^  ©f 
DiSlamnum  Qretenft^  OfhioglofsHm  and  Sc^rpioUes^  Eehium  ,  of  I 
each  a  like  quantity,  and  obferve  the  Afcendcnt,  and  his  Lord;  . 
and  the  Moon ,  and  Lord  of  the  (ixt ,  at  your  diicretion ,  and  I 
take  the  quantity  of  a  Walnut  every  night  and  morning  ,  and  1 
anoy  nt  theface&hands,&(ifyou  wil^thcreft  of  the  body:  Ro-  | 

fie  Crucians  have  other  healing  and  ycilding  Medicines,  you  I 
(hall  know  them  in  their  places-,  this  is  fuch  an  experienced  | 
'Medicine,  that  you  know  where  to  find  it;  I  need  not  (hew  I 

you  to  put  out  the  fway  and  power  of  thefc  idle  bowels ,  or  ] 

perhaps  it  (hould  not  need,  and  in  a  fcock  that  eafeth  our  clean 
Dyct.  Nature  her  felf  as  (he  doth  in  thofe  Meadows  by  other 
creatures,  would  al(b  quite  raze  and  difpatchthcm  within  a  few 
generations.

might  not  all  hurt  and  danger  of  meat  be  then  foreftalled? 

•  if  other  Creatures^  vvhofe  life  hangeth  upon  the  fame  hold,  by 
the  fufferance  ^nay  by  the  commandemenc  of  God  and  Natnre^ 
do  laft  for  ever,  there  is  no  Reafon  but  the  fame  common  Natnre 
vvillatlaft  fufferitinus;  Let  us  fee.  AndtoftepovertheC^w^- 
//i>»,becaufe  it  is  a  Co/d^nd  hloodlefs  Creature*  what  fay  we  to  a 
Blrd^Yhlch  is  an  hot  and  perfe6i  ouzlahlrd  in  ih^Molucco  Iflandsy 
Manuda  Diaca  by  name,  that  hath  no  feet  at  aIl,no  more  then  an 
ordinary  filh,as  Mr.  faith, and  Ihavefeenher*thebignefs 

of  her  body  and  bill,  as  likewife  the  form  of  them,  is  much 
vvhatofa*^M^rf//<?jj^/,but  thefpreadingout  of  her  vaingsmd  TaU 
has  no  lefs  compafs  then  an  Eagles*^  fhe  lives  and  breeds  in  the 
y^/Vff,born  up  by  .  the  force  of  wind  With  moreeafe  ihzr\  Archytas 
his  Dovcy  and  comes  not  near  the  earth  but  for  her  Burial-^  for  the 
largencfsand  lightnefs  of  her  wings  and  tail  fuftain  her  wichouc 
Lalhtude,  and  the  laying  of  her  Egges  and  brooding  of  her  youug 
is  upon  the  back  of  the  Male^  which  is  made  hollow,  as  alfo  the 
breaft  of  the  EemaUy  for  the  more  eafie  incubation,  taking  no 
other  food, as  alas  how  fhould  fhe? then  there  is  found;  butwhe- 
ther  fhe  lives  meetly  of  the  dew  of  EJeaveny  or  of  flies  and  fuch 
like  infecis,  I  leave  to  others  to  difpute.  ;  ^ 

Nay,have  you  not  heard  of  the  Little  Dog  in  the  fVefi  Indies^ 
which  fingerh  fo  fweetly  all  the  night  long,  neither  night  nor  day 
eating  any  thing  ?  But  there  be  examples  in  our  kind  as  well,  then 
it  is  certain  above  controlment :  Sir  Chrl/lopher  Hey  don  ^nth. 
there  is  a  Month  lefs  and  fo  a  me  at  lefs  people  or  k^ndof  about 
fhe  head  of  GangeSyWciich  liveth  by  the  breath  of  their 
except  when  they  cake  a  far  journey,  they  mend  their  Diet  with 
the  fmell  of  flowers :  and  lefl  you  may  think  I  lean  upon  bate 
Authorities  vvirhonc  the  flay  of  rearon,alI  the  matter  reftsupoh  this 
reafon  1  told  you  before,  that  our  life  lay  inthehmd  fbefidea 
little  cxercife)  oftwo  like  meats,  one  for  the  Soul 2iV\d. Natural 
heat  which  is  within  its,  and  the  fineflrand  firfl  moiflure  in  our 
body,  the  other  iswithout  any  meat,  of  the  fame  Temper  with 
our  body  as  near  asmay  bc,tou^old  the  frame  and  building  of 

F  the 
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the  fame  which  /  faid  ro  be  a  fine  Alery  and  Fiery  flame. 

And  we  are  now- grown  foout  of  order,  and  fo  much  efiranged 
from  our  Etherlal  fidi  Molflure  and  the  life  of  God^  that  we  creep 
downward  towards  the  Earth  through  difeafes,  before  we  can 
reach  the  Life  of  the  Fehlc/e;mt\\\n  fixfcore  years  we  dye,  and  are  ♦ 
hidden  from  the  fenlible  appro:h  of  renewing  life. 


CHAP.  XT. 

Of  Nature  and  her  medicines  experienced  hy  Rofle  Crucians,  and  of 
^  the  occult  virtue  of  My  fierles;ofthe  healing  and  confumlng  medi¬ 
cines  and  of  their  ufe;  of  the  Gout,  Leprofie,  Droppe  and  Falling 
Slckpefs,  &c, 

NOW  the  Aire  it  felf,  efpecially  when  it  is  ever  more  as 
th^  wet  Sunl^eams  dtchvQ,  fofprinkled  with  [orntFlnefor- 
yalgnfatnefs,  may  feem  fufficient  food  to  nourifh  the  finer  part  of 
our  wherein  the  temper  oi mankind,  and  his  life  (touching 

that  point)  fiandeth,  which  is  as  much  as  any  meat  can  do  to  Ufe, 
(fork  is  not  fed  by  common  food, as  I  laid  above^  though  not 
enough  for  ftrength,  becaufe  the  grofl’er,  founder,  and  tougher 
parts  wherein  the  ftrangth  lyeth,  fhall  want  food  in  Dyet,  and 
fail  no  doubt  greatly,  yet  life*  fhall  lafl  fill f  as  long  asAlreznd 
firfi  molflure  holds,  in  my  opinion:  or  if  we  think  thatfofpare  a 
Diet,  we  may  mend  it  (as  the  mouthlefs people  do)  with  fmell  of 
Flowers^  or  rathcr,as  we  know  Nature  is  able  to  draw  Aire  and 
other  food  which  The  defireth  through  the  skin  into  all  places  of 
the  body;  foif  fhe  had  meat  applyed  tothefiomach,  (he  would  no 
doubt  fatisfie  herfelf  that  way  moft  finely,  without  the  heap  of 
hurts  let  in  at  the  broad  and  common gates,as  we  fee  by  example 
for  Drinks,  that  all  the  while  we  fit  in  JVaters^t  fhall  never  third.- 
And  for  meat,  I  have  heard  Rope  Crucians  fay, by  applying  of  wine 
in  this  fort  they  faded  without  all  hunger  for  two  years  together, 
.  And  in  like  manner  1  have  experienced  this,  and  faded  two 
dayes  when  ifird  dudied  the  nature  of  the  Guardian  Genii :  But 
if  that  would  not  ferve  the  turn,  and  we  mud  needs  receive  in 

meat 
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meat  at  the  common  gate,  yet  we  may  let  it  pafs  no  further 
then  the  gate,  and  make  the  ftomach  in  the  mouth ,  which  is  the 
ufe  oiiom^Rofte  C ruclans  when  they  are  Serafklcallj  Illuminated; 
and  to  provide  enough  for  life  and  ftrength,  and  a  great  deal  bet¬ 
ter  for  our  health,  then  we  do,  becaufe  the  clearer  part  alone 
fliould  be  received.  And  moreover /fay,  for  the  clear  difpatch 
of  that  our  ordinary  trouble  and  anoyance  which  your  reverence 
will  not  fuffer  me  to  name,  although  /might  2imov\o  Phyftcians, 
but  they  know  my  meaning.-  But  it  Oiall  not  need  to  (leal  fliifts 
a»d  holds  if  you  will  believe  the  R&fie  Crucians,ih^z  we  may  eafily 
faft  all  our  life  (though  it  be  three  hundred  years  together^  without 
all  kind  of  meat,  and  fo  cut  off  all  doubts  and  dangers  of  difeafes 
thereoffpringing;andfor  my  own  part,  I  know  Tome  that  have 
failed  and  lived  in  the  holy  orders  of  the  Fraternity  without  all  food 
tenyears  fpace  together.What  need  we  fay  more  ?  if  you  be  both 
fohard  of  belief,  and  dull  of  Ijghr,  and  reports  of  good  Authors, 
nor  my  own  experience  will  hnk  into  you, nor  yet  can  you  fee  the 
light  of  reafon  Hiining  before  yo-,  take  here  a  few  of  ordinary 
matters  in  the  Z/^Vand  ufe  of  men,  and  weigh  one  with  another-  is 
it  not  as  common  in  ufe,  and  indeed  necdful,to  fpit,  and  avoid 
another  namefefs  leaving?  and  to  Drlnh^  but  tofleep  efpeciallyplf 
fome  of  thefe,nay  all  may  be  (pared,  why.  not  our  meat  a!fo?lct  us 
fee  a  little,  and  by  example,  becaufe  Reafon  is  both  too  long  and 
too  open  to  cavil. 

To  leave  drink,which  many  haveall  their  lives  left ;  Ellzjibeth 
Drea>e^  a  Devon^lre  Gentlewoman^  is  reported  never  to  have  [pat , 
nor  the  whole  Indian  Nation,  Sr.  lohn  Hey  don  faith,  he  knew  one  that 
kept  the  namelefs  matter  forty  dales  together.  And  although  this 
anfvvereth  not  the  queftion ,  yet  it  Hieweth  the  truth  of  the  for¬ 
mer //«?/;  for  if  in  fofoul  andgrofs  a  thing  asdyef  is,  he 
could  fo  long  want  it,  why  not  thefe  men  for  ever ,  in  fo  clear 
and  fine  aJier,almoft  empty  and  void  of  all  leavings?For  the  ^^rof- 
fer  fort,  which  make  up  this  foul  and  Hiamefnl  one  we  left  be¬ 
fore  ,  as  you  heard,  and  the  finer  in  the  paffage  from  the  Stomach 
through  the  former  Gates  were  drawn  all  away  to  the  Liver,  as 
the  like  is  ever  in  us  and  voided  othcrvvaies.  To  clofe  up  all, I  was 
at  Sea  with  one  that  flept  not  one  wink  for  thefe  three  years  laft 
part,  and  Mr.  lohnKnotsford  is  a  Wftnefs  to  this  truth, and  Capt. 
Wlvdfor.  F  2  And 
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And  thu?  we  fee  thcfc  ftrangc  things  fall  out  in  proof,  but  how 
I  cannot  ftand  to  (hew:  Firtt, nature  fulfers  them,  then  life  and  cu- 
ftome  , another  Nature, brings  them  in,  yet  we  may  well  beleeve 
the  like  in  this  matter  of^  meat  we  have  in  hand ;  For  as  the 
Bear  ( according  to  the  guife  of  many  Beafts  that  lurk  in  Winter) 
faBeth  fourty  daies,  fo  Eagemm  TheodUaEtus, thz  reported  Rojtc^ 
Crnelani^Xh  of  a  Scottl(hjoHngmanyDavl(i  Zeantons^  th^t  waited 
on  him ,  that  by  ufe  brought  himfelf  to  faft  three  daies  together, 
which  by  ufe  might  have  been  three  hundred  as  well,  if  he  had 
ordered  himfelf  thereafter  by  flow  and  creeping  cuflome ,  as 
Captain  Copeland  calls  it,  and  by  fuch  means  as  I  fet  down  be¬ 
fore. 

So  we  fee,  I  (ay,  great  wordly  wonders  prove  plain  and  eafie 
truths  in  the  fight  of  Wifdomc  :  you  have  read  of  the  won¬ 
derful  works  of  God  in  the  Acenrate  StrftBure  of  mans  Bodjy  of  his 
Sofil-^  of  his  Senfes  ,  of  Plants y  of  Miner als*^  and  Rofe  Crucian 
medicine  fhall  be  that  which  /will  infift  upon,  and  that  by  the 
means  aforefaid  (where  are  more  than  one,  if  this  like  them 
not,  they  may  take  another)  it  is  pofiible  for  all  men  by  kind  and 
cuflome  to  keep  their  health  for  ever :  Let  us  come  to  the  next 
point,  that  is,  afwell  to  be  recovered  if  it  were  lofl,  and  that  all 
difeafes  may  be  cured.  This  is  a  point  much  harder  then  the 
firft,  even  fo  befet  and  flopt  witli  all  kind  of  lets  and  iiKumbran- 
ces,  that  a  man  can  fcarce  tell  which  way  to  fet  his  foot  forwards. 
Firft  ^fculapiusyHiypocrateSy^nd  Plato, the  chic£  among 

the  GrecianSy  bearing  in  hand  fundry  difeafes  of  both  kinds  fboth 
come  by  defccnt,and  gotten  by  purchafe )  hopelefs  and  pafl  reco¬ 
very,  and  giving  over  the  men  that  owe  them,for  troublefome  to 
themfelves  and  to  the  Commonwealth  :  Then  you  may  fee 
Galeuy  and  his  foft  and  fine  Company  with  him  ,  and  that  follow 
thefe  are  Gerard  and  Riverius,  and  Culpepper y  and  thefe  with  a 
long  train  of  hedge- Dolours;  and  among  thefe  flands  Freeman , 
vvkh  Caterersy  and  Cooks  ,  laden  after  them  with  all  kind  dain¬ 
ty  TV/^^j,ftand  forth  and  Cr/,  they  have  thefe  many  ages  de- 
voureaheaps  of  Books,  and  took  encllefs  pains  in  fearching  out 
the  Nature  of  fingle  Medicines,aiKi  making  mixtures  of  the  fame^ 
and  yet  could  hardly  cure  fome  Aguesy  and  other  lefs  difeafes* 
But  for  the  four  great  difeafes,  vi2,the(j<7//r,  Leprofie,  Dropfie] 
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Stckpefs,  they  could  never  heal  them,  and  have  therefore 
for  Or^/w  fee  them  down  incurable. 


CHAP.  xir. 

That  the  knowledge  and  vertne  of  Medicines  are  fecretly  hid  from 
vulgar  under flandlng  :  how  they  may  begotten:  and  of  what  lies 
couched  In  the  Oil  of  Bodies:  of  the  ufe^  and  how  to  fetch  it  out  by 
Skilly  the  Haven  of  Medicine, 

WHatislefcto  be  done  in  this  Matter?  what  fhall  we 
fet  againft  the  weight  of  fo  many  great  mens  jduthorl^ 
ties  ?  Equally  put  them  in  the  Ballance,  ss  we  have  done  hither* 
to,  and  weigh  them  with  truth  and  reafon :  Bu  t  where  fhall  we 
find  it?  fay  they;  As  it  is  every  where, as  Mr,  Hobbs  faid,  drowned 
in  the  deep,  fo  in  this  matter  it  is  fcatteted  all  about,  and  largely 
fpread  withall ;  for  there  be  three  things,  and  everyone  full  of 
viiadQT-Branchesy  belonging  to  Rope  Crucian  Art  and  way  of  ^ 
Hfallng  ;  The  fir  pis  knowledge  of  the  Dlfeafes,  the  fecond  the  re-- 
medtes  agalnfi  themy  and  the  third  of  the  Appliance  of  the  remedies  y 
all  whiai  rfiould  be  traverfed  in  this  Methodical  myfterious 
Treatife :  but  it  fliall  not  need  I  hope,  nay  we  muft  take  heed  how 
we  enter  into  fo  long  and  large  a  race,  in  fo  fliort  and  narrow  a 
compafs  of  time  appbirited,  efpecially  being  never  run  before  by 
any  man  but  our  felf,  not  one  of  the  wife  Egyptians  3  nor  our 
AncepourSy  the  holy  Company  of  Mofes  and  Ellas ,  whofe  flcps 
we  ftrivc  to  follow, and  their  lucce{fours;for  when  they  have  once 
hit  the  mark  they  have  fhot  at,  and  gotten  the  great  and  general 
Medicine  mortmm  A,  P.  curing  with  eafe  all  difeafes,  they 
think  it  flraighc  enough,and  an  empty  and  needlefs  Labour,  as 
itis  indeed,  to  trouble,  themfelves  2ir\d  their  C hlldren  Wit\i  large 
Rules  about  innumerable  Signs  and  Caufes  of  infinite  difeafes,and 
about  other  fmall  particulars  in  appliance.  Neither  would  I 
have  you  fet  Sendlvoglus ,  Paracelfe  y  and  their  heirs  npon^  me„ 
and  fay  they  have  taken  great  and  goodly  pains  in  this  field ;  you 
will  then  force  me  to  fpeak  my  thoughts,. 

Though 
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Though  there  men, (to  let  PhlUlethes^raHghan.tnA  Culpepper , 
Parlet  yFreemaftyZndoihQi:  Pretenders,  with  jome  Schollars  goe,af 
toojomg  and  chtldlfh  )iet,)hy  light  of  Wit  wherewith  they 
flowed,  and  by  long  proling  both  with  eiesy-cars,  and  hands,  in 
the  myikries  of  ,  fawand  performed  many  of  the  Rojle 
Crucian  deepfecrets ,  yea  and  there  got  moft  of  their  worldly 
praife,  although  I  think  a  number  feigned,  yet  his  new 

Art  and  Rules  of  Healing  are  not  good  in  my  opinion;  For  firft, 
againft  the  example  of  the  Rofte  cructans,  frow  whom  he  had  recei¬ 
ved  all  things,  and  then  in  defpight  and  difgrace  of  Galen,  {or  mif- 
caliing  his  Countrymen,  as  you  have  heard  ,  but  chiefly  carryed 
away  with  a  mad  and  raging  defirc  of  Fame  and  Honour,  which 
Culpepper ^{\\ziQsdc(ipiCcd,yQtthQ  Starr es  favoured  him,  when 
I  adifled  to  fet  up  that  nevv,famous  and  flrange  work  of  Phpftck^ 
now  well  known  and  prad^ifed,  which  Paracelfe  when  he  took  in 
hand, a  man  unfit  to  do  it,  to  pull  down  and  raze  the  old  Work, 
and  tofer  up  our  new  experienced  fecret,  which  he  could  never 
do  all  his  life. 

Thenwefeehow  it  is  performed  ,  he  fets  down  fome  falfc 
rules,  fome  wafljidic,  and  fome  wanting,  and  all  unconflant,  dif- 
ordered,and  unleariied;when  he  doth  well  (as  he  doth  fometinfe.) 
he  doth  no  more  then  wa>  done  before  him ,  and  brings  in  the 
fame  thing  difguifed  with  new,  odd,  crofs,and  unheard  of  names  , 
fvxh  as  may  move  wonder  at  the  firft,  but,  when  they  be  fcanned, 
Laughter,  as  Mr.  Aloor  faith  of  Eugenifts  Philaletlns  his  like  de- 
vifes  in  his  Aula  Lucls  Adamica  Maglca  &  Euphrates, others 
of  his  Welch  Philofophie.  And  that  I  doe  not  flander]  them 
where  there  is  no  caufe,T  could  prove,  if  this  place  would  admit  a 
Volume.  Wherefore  let  us  follow  the  true  and  right  Rofte  Cru- 
_  clans, zs  eafily  you  may  know  them  by  their  adiions,  if  ever  you 
fortune  to  fee  them  and  be  acquainted  with  therft  ;  -and  leave 
Faracelfe,  and  the  reft  in  this  ill  matter,  and  Light  and  Apillh,  as 
he  makes  it;  and ^ why  fliould  we  fpend  all  our  care  and  thought 
about  a  fmall  matter  ?  you  have  a  good  Medicine  and  remedy^a- 
gainft  difeafes  ,  when  old  mves  in  the  Countrey  ,  and  fome 
good  JVomen,  amongft  other  Dr .  Culpeppers  late  wife,  and  Simple 
men,  on  our  fide  (  I  mean  Simple  in  refpedf  of  the  Grecian 
tilcies  about  nothing  )  when  thefe  people  have  healed  moft,  nay, 

even 
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even  all  difcafes,  and  with  which  womanifli  Medicines  indeed , 
the  German  Dolour  (let  us  give  him  his  due  praife)  hath  quite 
(lain  the  Grecian  Phy(tck^y  and  here  done  much  for  mankind  ,  by 
defcribing  and  difpatching  our  clofe  and  fecret  enemie ,  which 
under  colour  of  friehdfliip  and  fighting  againftour  enemies  hath' 
this  long  time  betrayed  us  and  done  us  much  mifchief ;  which 
thing  one  of  their  beft  of  their  State,  Vernellh^  name  , 

after  he  had  been  a  while  in  Egypt ,  began  to  fmell  at  laft  ,  and 
began  to  repent  hirafelf  of  all  his  former  pains  (which  we  know 
were  great)  beftowed  in  that  kind  of  Healings  faying  it  to  be  but 
words,  and  the  whole  force  and  weight  of  this  Art  to  lean  upon 
the  knowledge  and  vertues  of  Medicines,  feeretlyhid  a^d  couch--  - 
ed  in  the  midfi  and  oyl  of  bodies  y  to  be  fetched  out  and  gotten  by 
the  skilful  means  of  AUhymifls  that  Art ,  which  is  • 

fomuch  condemned  of  his  fellows  before  and  fince  him, have  fled 
and  do  daily  flie  from  the  daily  toil  and  trouble  of  thtw  fruit lefs 
and  barren  dead  Sea  Now  let  us  fliift  our  and  flie  further 
too,  I  hope  of  wind  and  tide  and  all;  which  we  have. 

But  let  usmountup  tothe  w4/»-w^y?/-(7pof  our  Knowledge., 
and  fee  if  we  candefcribe  the  Haven  of  Rope  Crucian  Medicines-^ 
and  fee  what  marks  it  hath,  and  how  it  differs  from, other  Creeks 
adjoining  ,  left  at  our  journeys  end  we  mifs  ,  with  more  fhame 
and  grief,  and  fuffer  ftiipwrack,  A  medicine  is  that  which  kills 
the  face  of  that  which  hurts  us;  and  this  it  doth  many  waies, and 
yet  alfo  to  one  end  (which  is  is  the  end  of  all  doing  and  working 
as  I  faid  before J  for  his  food  a nd  fuftenance.. ,

Medicines  agalnfl  IVitchcrdfe^  4nd  to  cure  thofe  that  are  affllSted 
thereby  ^although  their  bodies  he  pojfejfed  with  evlll  fplrltSythat 
caufe  them  to  vomit  up  Needles y  Thimbles ^  PotSy  GlajfeSy  Hair, 
and  jhreds  of  cloth y  which  by  the  Dt'vll  were  conveyed  into  the  bo* 
dy*  That  fVlnds  and  Tempefis  are  rtufedbyfVltchesupQnmeer 
ceremonies  of  Medicines,  and  of  poyfons*  with  the  examples  alfo 
of  other  fupernaturaleffe[bs  of  unclean  fplrlts,  and  of » Imaginati¬ 
on,  Howto  cure  a  witch,  and  to  takeaway  her  power,  .  ,  # 

» 

A  Servant  of  God  and  Secretary  of  Nature  yV0\x{{  be  well  advifed 
of  what  he  writes,  cfpecially  in  this  age,  and  of  this  matter 
{yiz„^o£  the  Rojie  Crucian  Phyfickjt  left  he  fhould,  as  I  faid  before, 
foil  in  this  deftgn,  and  fo  k  may  be  a  (hame  that  he  fhould  be 
reproved,  by  the  pretenders  to  thofe  wife  truths  he  alone  hath 
opened  to  publick  view; 'then  let  us  come  again  and  fortour 
fpeeches. 

A  Medicine  heals  us,  and  kills  our  enemle ,  either  by  dulling 
or  confuming  itjfor  when  it  meets  with  a  contrary  of  even  ftrength 
(as  when  oy^  'andpoyfon&G*  joyn)  then  in  ftrength  they  nekhec 
eat  np  nor  a^roy  oneanother^  but  both  arciduHad  and  weakned, 
and  make  one  heavy  thing  which  nature  caft§th  out  foranunlike 
and  unkindly  dead  thing,  which  they  call  an  excrement,  or  (Lear 
ving;)  but  in  cafe  it  be  of  more  ftrength  and  power  then  our  cne- 
mie,  then  it  quite  deftroyes,  devours,  and  turns  him  into  his  own 
nature.  And  this  confumer  is  cither  like  the  thing  that  hurts  us, 
in  which  fort  even  as  every  herb  of  fiindry  qualities  draws  and 
feeds  upon  his  own/Werin  z  Garden  ;  fo  one  Poyfon  doth  cure 
another  jand  all  purging  and  drawing  things  do  heal  us, and  all  Rofie 
Crucians  hid  and  Divine  properties  do  work  by  plain  reafon;  or 
clfe  it  is  unlike  and  contrary  to  their  cuftome;  after  which  manner 
as  dry  filcksyMnd  Tow^and  vinegar  (yuench  wildfire,  or  other 
f  ir^/,  oefore  Tr^rfrjwhofe  fatnefs  feeds  it,  for  the  ftrong  contrary 
quelling  and  eating  ^  up  the  weaker  ;  fo  doth 
any  cold  and  dry  thing  as  Bolearmlnlcky  Terra  Lemnla,  &c.curea 
Rotten  poyfon ;  and  fo  are  a  great  number  of  cures  doncj  which 

oncly 
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onelycourfe  ^  itj  a  word,  the  Rofic  Crucians  ufefor  Phyfick^y  and 
not  Indeed  without  good  fuccefs  ;  we  heard  even  now  of  two 
hinderances  of  healing,  which  our  common  Ph^Jlclans  did  take 
unawares,  and  ParaceifeprQtQnds  to  have  found  out  before  me , 
gave  any  hint  to  the  World  of  our  experienced  inventions,  of 
Golddlffolved  andmade  fotahlCi  being  Incorporated  mth  Its  proper 
which  we  now  ufeby  the  name  of  AnrumpotabUe^  but 
Paroceife  ftraieth  much  in  the  making  of  it,  and  knows  it  not  no 
more  than  that  tattered  Do^or  Freeman y  fo  fliamefully  called 
mongfl  Phyftclans.i  Whither  in  their  poifons,  on  the  other  fide, 
when  they  think  all  cures  thereby  performed. 

Now  when  the  Confuming  Medicines  have  done  their  duties. 
Nature  expellsthem  for  poifon  and  unlike  ftrange  things,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  Rope  Crucian  Axlomatay  as  well  sls  the  Grecian  Rules y 
becaufe  all  their  Medicines  were  not  approved  by  the  Fraternity, 
and  were  by.their  confefTion  fuch  ;  But  if  they  had  either  thought 
of  the  dulling  nourifner,  which  as  I  told  you, takes  the  nature  Of 
the  leaving  or  excrement,  or  had  known  the  Rope  Crucian  whol- 
fome  Medicine  ,  they  would  have  made  another  reckoning  ;  But 
let  them  go,  and  us  fee  out  in  time  towards  the  Haven  of^Healthy 
If  the  Arc  of  Healing  be  nothing  but  defiroying  hurtful  things, 
And  their  Wronger  enemies  (but  equality  will  forhecimes  ferve 
the  turn  J  or  likes  together;  and  the  world  be  full  of  both  rhefe 
kinds  of  Creatures ,  following  the  nature  of  their  Parents  of 
,  four  beginnings,  which  are  as  we  fee,  fome  like,  and  fome  con¬ 
trary  one  to  another. 

Thenfurethe  Rope  Crucian  An  of  Healing  is  not  (as  fome 
may  fay)  impolfible,  truly  it  wanteth  nothing,  bur  a  man  well 
skilled  in  the  Nature  of  things,  A  fervant  of  God,  and  Secreta¬ 
ry  of  Nature  by  name-^  for  (1  think)  I  need  not  par  in  a  Phjficl- 
any  ro  know  what  ocher  part  the  Canfes  of  the  difeafes ,  which 
muft  be  known  and  matched,  becaufe  as  Sr.  Chrlpopher  Hey  don 
the  Seraphlcally  Illumnated  Rope  Crucian y^xsd  learned  Aflrologery 
♦veil  faith.  He  thatknoweth  the  changes  and  chances  of  things  in 
the  great  Worldytm^  foon  find  them  in  the  Little, 

But  our  nought-Healing  Bill-men,  that  daub  Medicines  upon 
every  Wall  and  Pod,  and  fome  Leaches,  will  hep  in ,  and  fay , 
difeafes  are  in  fome  lb  great, and  in  all  fo  many,  and  mans  wit  is 
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fo  weak  and  fhallow,  and  the  Medicines  fo  hid  arid  drowned'  In 
the  deep  of  Nature,  that  k  is  not  pofTiblc  to  find  them  all;  or  if 
they  were  found,  to  apply  them  withfuch  difcretbn  as  Nature 
mi^ht  abide  thofe  poitbned  Fraies  and  Battels  vvirhin  her.  And 
again,idmit  all  this  untrue,  yet  there  be  fome  difeafes  fenc  from 
witchcraft  and  Sorcery ocher  means  which  have  their  caufe-, 
and  fo  their  Cure-.  1  have  read  of  fom  chat  have  vomited  uppieces 
of  Cloth  with  Pins  ftuck  in  them  .Nalls ^Nee die fuch  like  ftufF; 
and  this  is  wgefedlnto  the  Stctosachjhy  ^^yrejilglotes  Sleights  of 
witches ;  Others  I  have  feen  vomit  up  Hair,Glafs,Iron,and  pieces 
of  Wood  with  Pins  ftuck  in  it;  anothers  Corps  vvas  dHTeded, 
and  rlpplftg  tip  the  V'entrlclcy  there  they  found  the  Caufe  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  which  vvas  a  ronnd piece  of  Wood,  four  Knives,  fome  even  and 
fharp,  others  roere  indented  like  a  Sarp^  Others  do  Miracles  by 
cafting  Fllnt^flones  behind  their  Backs  towards  the  Wejl  yOr  ftriking 
a  River  with  Brooms  or  flinging  of  Sand  In  thr  Air  ,  t\itfilrrlng  of 
*  Urine  In  a  hole  In  the  ground,  or  boy  ling  of  Hogges  Brlflles  In  a  pot' 
fome  by  whlfperlng  fome  words  In  the  Ear  of  an  horfe  or  wild  Stagg  , 
could  direct  him  a  journey  according  to  their  own  deJlrelBut  what  arc 
thefe  things  available?  to  gather  C^Wr,and  to  cover  the  Air 
with  darknefs,  and  then  to  make  the  ground  fmoke  with  peals  of 
Hall  and  Rain,  and  make  the  Air  terrible  with  frequent  Lights 
nlng  and  ratling  Claps  of  Thunder :  But  this  is  from  the  power 
of  the  Dive  I  (as  fome  fancy)  which,  he  hath  in  his  Kingdome  of 
the  Air. 

For  the  Remedy  of  thefe  mifchiefs,  I  have  feen  a  man  was 
prefent,  when  ibme  have  vomited  Needles ,  Thimbles ,  Shreds 
of  Cloth  ,  pieces  of  Pots,  Glafs,  Halr;znothQV  would  fuffer  him- 
felf  for  money  to  \o^  run  with  a  fword  when  I  was  not  there, 
but  it  appeared  to  me  a  Fable.  I  have  feen  a  Rofie  Crucian  Phyfi- 
cian  cure  thefe  affli6i:ed  People.  But  if  you  will  fay.  There  is  a 
touchfione  whereby  we  may  difcernc  the  truth  of  Metals  ,  but 
that  there  is  nothing  whereby  we  may  dilrover-the  truth  of  MU 
racles  recorded  every  where  in  Hiftory.  But  I  anfwer  there is,and 
chat  is  this: 

Firfl,  If  what  is  recorded  was  avouched  by  fuch  perfons,who 
had  no  end  nor  intereft  in  avouching  fuch  things. 

Secondly,if  there  wRere  many  eye-witneffes  of  the  fame  matter  . 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly  and  lafUy,  If  thefe  things  which,  are  fo  ftrange  and  mi'’ 
raculous  leave  any  fenfible  effects  behind  them  ;  Though  I  wil^ 
not  -acknowledge  that  all  thofe  Stories  arcfalfe  that  want  thefe 
Conditions, yet  I  dare  affirme  that  k  is  meet  Humour  and  Sul- 
lennefs  in  a  man  to  reject  the  thofe  that  bear  them:For 

it  is  to  believe  nothing  but  what  he  feeth  himfelf,from  whence  it 
will  follow,  That  he  is  to  read  nothing  of  Hikory ,  for  there  is 
neither  Pleafure  nor  any  ufefulnefl'e  ,  if  it  deferve  no  Be- 
Uef. 

Another  Remedy  for  thefe  Supernattiral  dlfeafes^h.  Let  one 
watch  the  party  SufpeUed,  when  they  go  home  to  their  houfe  , 
and  prefently  after,  before  any  body  goe  into  the  houfe  after  him 
or  her,  let  one  pull  a  handful  of  the  Thatch,  or  a  Tyle  that  is  o- 
ver  the  Doory  and  if  it  be  a  7j/^,make  a  good  Fire,  and  heat  it 
rfd therein,  fet ting  a  rover  it;  then  take  the  parties 
}Vater-i\i  iihz  2i  Man,Woman,ot  Chltd,  and  poure  it  i  pon  the 
red  hot  lyle^  upon  one  fide  firft,and  then  on  the  othe'  ,  and  a- 
gain  put  the  Tyle  into  the  Fire,  and  make  it  extremely  hot, turn¬ 
ing  it  ever  and  anon,  and  let  no  b6dy  come  into  the  hoefe  in  the 
mean  time. 

If  they  be  Cattle  that  are  bewitched  ,  take  fome  of  the  Hair 
of  every  one  of  them, and  mix  the  Hair  in  fair  water,  or  wet  it 
\vell,and  then  lay  it  under  the  Tjlcy  the  Trevet  ftanding  over 
theTyle,  make  aluky  fire,  turne  your  Tyle  oft  i  pon  the  Hair, 
and  kirup  the  Hair  ever  and  anon ;  after  you  have  done  this  by 
the  fpace  of  a  eynarter  of  an  the  fire  alone,  and  when  the 

Afhes  are  cola, bury  them  in  the  ground  towards  that  quar* 
ter  of  Heaven  where  the  fufpedled  Witch  lives;  this  Mr.  Lilly 
faith  he  hath  experienced. 

If  the  witch  /fw  where  there  is  no  T r/f,but  Thatch,  rhentake 
a  great  handful  thereof,  and  wet  it  in  the  parties  or  elfe 

in  common ;#^/;r^rnnixed  with  fome  Salt,  then  lay  it  in  the  Fire, 
To  that  it  may  molterand  /wot^^rby  degrees, and  in  a  longtime: 
fettinga  Trivet  over  it.  Or  elfe  take  two  new  Horfe-fhooes^  heat 
them  red  hot,  and  nail  one  of  th  em  on  the  Threjhold  of  the 
Door quench  the  other  in  the  Urine  of  the  party  fo  bewitched, 
then  fee  the  Urine  over  the  fire ,  and  put  the  Horfe-fhooe  in  It,  fet* 
ting  a  Try  vet  oytt  the?ipi(j«  or  Pan  wherein  the  Urine  is;  make 
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the  urine  boil with  a  little  fait  pub  into  it  >  and  the  Horfe  natles  , 
vintilits  almott  conrumed,viz.  the  Urlnet,  what  is  not  boiled  fully 
away  pour  into  th e  fire  :  Keef  your  Hwf-Jhoe  and.  Malls  In  a  dean 
Cloth  or  Paper ,  and  do  likewife  t hree  feveral  rimes ;  the  operati¬ 
on  will  be  far  more  efieiSlual  if  you  do  thefe  things  at  the  very 
change  or  full  Moon  at  the  very  hour  of  the  firfi  or  fecond 

Quarter, 

If  they  be  Catte!,  you  mull  mixt  the  hair  of  their  Tails  with 
the  Thatch,  and  moilien  them  being  well  bound  together  ,  and- 
fo  let  them  be  a  long  time  in  the  fire  confuming. 

You  have  heard  the  Caufe  of  fome  of  thefe  difeafes,  and  have  . 
heard  the  Cure  by  Sympathle  alfo;  but  thefe  are  withouc  the 
compafs  of  Nature, and  fo  let  them  pafs  with  our  fickle  fianding, 
which  is  daily  and  hourely  fobefet  with  defiinies, that  a  man  can 
warrant  nothing. 

Truly  defiinies  are  fodeep  and  bottomlefs,  (to  return  ftraighc 
Uomer-YiVs,  upon  theni;,  and  therefore  it  were  bell  indeed  co'  let 
themgoe,  andthe  applying  of  the  Medicines  with  t  herri  j^  The 
rather  becaufe  the  other, (1  mean  the  former)is  fo  flight  a  matter 
to  a  difcreetP/>;^y/c/^;?,fuch  a  one  as  is  pointed  out  by  their  old  and 
^  famous  Leader  Hippocrates,  who  both  in  this  and  all  other  duties 
of  h  is  Art  made  fuch  fpeed,and  fo  far  pafl'ed  all  his  fcllowes  (  as 
none  fince,  which  is  a  good  time,  could  ever  overtake  him)  no 
nor  yet  come  fo  neer  as  to  keep  the  fight  of  him,  whom  they  had 
in  chafe  and  followed. 

Then  for  thofe  Supernatural  caufes, which  I  lhall  not  (land  here 
to  fearch  (for  fothey  are  called  J  if  they  flow  from  unclean  and 
wicked  spirits  (  as  fome  think)  they  are  not  the  Stuff  of  the 
things  that  hurt  us,  though  fomtimes  they  dwell  in  and  poflefs 
the  body, but  windy  matters, much  like  unto  thofe  fierce  and  hid¬ 
den  changes  of  the  Weather,  proceeding  from  the  Influences  of 
the  Planets  and  fixed  Stars,  and  working  the  like  efleds  injnens 
bodies, fothat  fith  the  neareft  caufe  is  Natural ,  let  the  reft  be 
what  they  wlll,and  the  Cure  be  done  byNatural  meansjas  we  fee 
by  experience  amongft  us :  And  therefore  E,^.  that  pretends 
this,  and  puts  the  fault  in  the  Faith  of  the  wicked,which  is  a  thing 
as  far  above  Nature,  yet  holds  its  Cure  with  a  Natural  Medicine, 
which  we  call  a  Quint ejf  tncc. 
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Although  !  am  not  williiag,  diat  fometimes-  thk  fpc^ef  s  is 
hebids  us  foinctimes  wiriasftandirwkh  another  as  f^rong 
abelkf  fet  againft  icrj.  but  for  my^pa^Cvi  cannot  reach  k with  my 
conceit  fkt  deeper  heads  then  mine  or  the  Vice-Chancellor  of 
OxfordyDoltor  chink  upon  it )  how  thefe  beliefs  and  imagi¬ 
nation  s,  and  other  parts  and  powers  of  chefoul  or  mind  of  man, 
can  fo  %e  out  of  their  own  kingdome,  and  Ret^ne  o^^  a  forralgw 
hodyy  when  we  know  the  Soul  amimlfuie  is  fofa^' bound  in  ^n?- 
dy  mduranccy^tid  fo  like  to  be,  untill  it  be  the  gre'ac  pleafnre  of 
the  Omnipotent  and  the  Omnljf  God,  th'C  chief  goody  who  hath 
committed  them,  to  let  them  loofe  at  once,  and  fet  them  full  at 
Liberty*  and  this  may,  be  difputed  with  on 

my  part ;  i-ec  this  man  therefore  buz^ze  agaihft'my’  kmiviedgcy  v 
which  he  would  have  to:  be  more  phen  Gwey  l  afpeoito  thQ 
Ndturatl  faculties  free  judge y  whether  there  be  not  as  mt^ch 

Grace  inme  as  there  is  honefiy  in  him:  All-men  cenfute  as  they  like 
of  Stories ;  fo  letthempafs  amongft  old  wives  tales  for  me,  we 
will  feverely  follow  our  task.  That  if  the  effedi  do  noteeafe 
which  the  obje6f  hath  wrought  upon  the  Brainy  fo  foon  as  ever  by 
turning  akde  of  the  Organs  the  ohjeU:  ceafeth  to  work  ( viz.,) 
thoughthepwzftf  bepaft;  As  the  ftrokeof  aftone,ablaft  of  wind, 
puts  (landing  water  into  Motion,  and  it  doth  mt  prefently give 
ever  moving  as  foon  as  the  rvind  ceafeth  y  or  the  Stone  fet  I eth:  fo  the 
Image  or  Conception  remainethf\yox.\xs.otz  obfcurev  while  we  are 
aw^Cy  becaufe  fome  objedl  or  other  continually  plyeth  and  folli- 
citeth  our  eyes  and  ears,  keepeth  the  mind  in  a  rfronger  Motion, 
whereby  the  weaker  doth  not  eafily  appear.  And  this  obfcure 
conception  is  that  we  call  Phantaftey  or  Imagination^  Imagination 
being  ( to  define  it)  conception  remaining^  and  by  little  and  little 
decaying  from  and  after  the  aU  offenfcy  &c.  If  fome  of  thefe  dif- 
eafes  fpring^  as  yit,MoorefOodi(y:  CtiJjyeper y^wd  fome  others  hold, 
and  with  good  reafon,  from  neither  of  both  thefe  two  roots 
named,  but  from  a  foul  and  venomous  breath,  fent  forth  from  a 
poyfoned  temper  of  the  witches  body,  through  the  windinefs  of 
batefull  eyes :  For  Thought  fafhioneth  the  blood  and  Spirits  almoft 
at  hie  pleafare;  then  all  the  caufes  being  ordinary,  and  agreeing  to 
the  courfe  of  Nature,  they  may  be  cured  and  put  to  flight  by  the 
fame  courfe  and  means ;  which  opinion,  if  you  pkafe  to  bear 

with: 
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with  my  tarrying,  it  is  worth  the  handling,  taketh  hold  upon  this 
reafon,  becaiife  (zs  Rope  Crucians  do  witnefs)  fome  beafts  of 
ranker  venpme,do  witch  and  hurt  after  the  fame  mannerjas  an  old 
Toadby  ftedfaft  'view,  not  onely  prevails, but  benums  a  Weapell^ 
but  kills  a  young  child.  And  by  the  fame  means  the  Sever  \\\xt\is 
the  little  fiih,  and  takes  his  prey :  But  moft  fiercely  and  mifchie- 
oufly  ofall  creatures  in  the  world,  the  two  monfiers  in  kind,  the 
Cockatrice  and  Afohlefas :  again,  for  that  the  eye  of  a  menfiruous 
woman  (as  all  report)  doth  fpot  the  glafs  which  it  beholdeth; 
and  moreover  Eugenius  Theodida^usy  in  the  mfemans  Crown, 
celleth  of  many  folk  that  through  a  poyfoncd  prerogative,  which 
a  monftrous  Mark  of  a  double-fighted  eye  gave  unto  them,  were 
able  to  bewitch  to  death  all  thofe  upon  whom  that  eje  anger ly 
zx\dfurely{Qizv\dfafined;  but  chiefly  becaufe  we  fee  them  that 
ufe  this  wicked  trade,to  be  by  kind  of  a  muddy  and  Earthll^ 

and  brought  by  age,  as  they  be  moft  commonly  ^ 
/ong  lif f,  zTidgro^s  diet  yto  the  fitch  of  melancholy^  that  is,  to  a  cold 
and  moft  dry  nature  in  the  world, .  .  • 

For  certain  proof  whereof,  bring  one  of  them  out  of  that  beaft- 
likelife,  brought  unto  merry  company,  and  fed  full  with  dainty 
Diet,  and  within  twenty  dan,  as  hath  by  a  Rojie  Crucian  been  tried 
a  truth,  the  whole  flate  and  nature  of  her  body  will  be  fo  changed, 
as  it  (hall  not  fuffer  her  to  bewitch  and  hurt  again;as  you  may  read 
in  my  Familiar  Spirit  or  Guardian  Genius, 
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CHAP.  XIV. 

The  Natural  effeBs  of  Medmne:  tho  force  and  fmer  of  miner^U 
w  dtfe^fes  •  Kvtth  examples  Alfo  thdt  every  dife^fe^breeder  huth 
the  cure  or  remedy  in  it :  examfles  that  foyfon  prepared  cures  toy- 
fined  people:  Rofte  Crucian  Arts :  the  virtue  andpower  of  tht 
Planets  and  heavenly  Stars  poured  through  the  influence  of  the 
moon  upon  the  Lovoer  Creatures:  of  Hot  Stomachs:  of  the  Etherial 
prfl  moiflure  of  of  man:  examples  alfoof  Rope  Crucian  Natural 
and  fupernatur all  cures:  of  the  under flandtng  ofthefe  experienced 
truths  by  the  wit  of  man  i  of  Paracelfus  and  Culpeper. , 

LEc  us  come  to  the  next  and  chiefeft  point ;  And  tliere  we 
muft  not  fay  for  (name,  that  thefe  helps  and  remedies  lye  hid 
in  naturCjtoo  far  for  the  wit  of  man  to  find,  uniefs  we.  will  accufc 
our  own  llotVi  and  dulnefs  .*  For  nature  hath  brought  theni  forth 
and  laid  them  open  afwel  as  the  Poyfons  and  hurtful  things,  ot 
clfeHie  were  very  crofsand  illrwilling  to  him  for  whofe  lake  it 
feems  fhe  doth  all  things. 

Nay  further  (zs  Mr.  Hobs  faith)  her  good  will  is  fuch^  as  Ihe 
hath  not  only  laid  them  open ,  but  giyen^  us  wayes  to  come  by 
them,. and  means  of  fpeecn,  hands  and  wit  alfo,  far  above 
ther  living  creatures.  And  yet  {he  hath  not  left  us  fo,  but  left  by 
chance  we  might  go  wid&and  mifs  them,  to  lhew  her  mother¬ 
ly  love  and  affeftion  towards  us,  fhe  hath  guided  (as  Mr.  Moor 
faith)  many  witlefs  BeaftSj  even  by  common  fenfe,  unto 
their  fpeedy  helps  and  remdies  in  their  difeafes  :  That  we  by  the 
plainnefsandlhame  of  the  example  (as  yixHadburyyni^^  faith) 
might  be  taught  and  moved  to  feek  out  rhe  myfterious  truths  of 
nature  in  Celeflial  bodies^ ,  as  wel  as  beafts  that  feek  and  find  us 
Medicines  helpful  in  the  likedifeafes,  for  our  Terre  fialTaberna- 
cle.  As  to  name  a  few  not  unworthy  meaning ;  (he  maketh  the 
htz^Hippotamm  in  time  of  his  fulnefs  and  fatnefs  to  goto  a  reed, 
and  by  rubbing  a  vain  to  let  himfelf  blood,  and  to  ftop  it  again  by 
laying  mud  upon  it ;  A  fick  dog  to  feek  an  Herb  aud  purge  him¬ 
felf;  and  the  bear  to  do  the  fame  aJter  his  long  faft  in  Winter-,  fhe 
leads  the  P4«r^fr,.when  he  is  poyfoned,-to  her  foul  and  namelefs 
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leaving;  and  the  Tartoyfcy  after  he  hath  eat  a  Viper  ,to  Summer 
Savery :  And  the  Hedg-hog  is  fo  good  a  natural  Aftronomer,  that 
he  fortifies  his  hole  agairift  foul  weather^  the  Hog  will  gather 
Mofs  and  ftraw  to  cover  himfelf  a  little  before  it  rains;  The  dog 
knows  the  influence  of  Mars  when  he  doth  deep  by  the  fire,  and 
will  not  go  out  a  dores  when  he  is  in  any  evilpofition :  and  many 
fuch  like  examples  hath  nature  laidbefore  us  for  our  inflru6fion; 
by  which  at  laft  wife  Plato, Phib^Afollomtis^Pytlyag0ras^  Qx\d  pain¬ 
ful  men  of  as  they  themfelves  report,  be  they  Elias  or 
from  whom  the  order  o^thtRofe  CrofscamQ,C  asfomefay) 
or  elfe  as  others  will  have  it,  from  Mofes,  or  Ez>ekiel^  or  whofo- 
ever ,  and  by  laying  reafon  and  further  proof  together  ^  firft 
made  the  Art  and  rules  of  Healing-^  to  know  whence  difeafes 
came,  and  hoVv  to  rec6ver  them.  And  then  feeking  all  about  fof 
remedies^  r6  ferve  eachturne,  by  little  and  little  they  matched  the 
moft  pari^of  the  leffer  rank  with  Angle  Medicines,  and  the 
greater  ones  they  doubled  and  coupled  many  togetheryinfomuch 
as  at  laft,  which  was  in  Hippocrates  time,  they  were  able  to  heal 
all  (  faving  four;)  of  the  greateft  and  de'epeft  difeafes,  the 
t\\t  Dropjie,  the  Leprojie,  the  Fallmgpcknefs  \  which  are 'how 
healed  by  the  Rofie  Crucians  mkj.  But  this  race  is  below  the 
Seraphically  illuminated  Fraternity :  now  not  a  Phyfician  that 
is  lined  with  Plufti  in  England^  Spam,  Germany,  or  France ;  but 
holds  that  Long-life,  Health,  Youth,  not  aciainable,  they  there¬ 
fore  vvich  one  conlenr,  emongft  the  other  four,  call  them  impof- 
lible*  .  ^  ^  ’ 

But  to  come  to  the  point;  what  wrong  this  was  both  to  skill 
and»^r«rtf,they  doeahly  fee  and  laugh  ar,  which  know  that  in 
this  labour,they  did  not  onely  overfee  and  skip  the  Minerals,  the 
X  ftoiiteft  helps  in  rhe  whole  Nature  (although  they 

coulddigthemout  well  enough  to  other  and  worfer  ufes)  but 
alfo,  which  is  in  all,  did  let  the  Rope  skill  of  preparing 

Medicines,  whereby  weak  things  are  made  almighty,  quite  ef- 
capethem. 

wherefore  to  make  up  the  Rope  Crucian  Art  of  heallt^,  and 
to  make  it  able  (as  they  fay )  to  help  and  cure  all  difeafes  came 
in,  orTather  went  before  them,  into  mans  body ;  The  Egyptians 
in  great  favour  too  with  nature  both  for  their  foil  and  bringing  up, 

fo 
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fo notably cotnnicnded  above  all  (having for  example* 

”  Sfeat  weight  of  the,  world  as 

life  ” 

Whereby  in  fliort  time  they  unfolded  the.'knot  why  the  Mne- 
greateft  force  and  power  againftdifeafes;  andfoon 
after,  which  vvas  a  divine  light,  and  ui-fighr,  they  perceived  the 
huge  labour  of  feeking  fucb  a  huge  fort  of  Angles  and  mixtures 
to  be  vain  and  empty,  and  pitciful  among  wifemen. 

Becaufe  firft,  there  is  nothing  hurtful  and  a  breeder  of  difeafe. 
but  It  hath  the  heal  and  remedy  for  the  fame  about  him :  For  the 
w^xand/«tof  Cantharldes,  the  Fruit  of  the  Root  Bez.ar,  the 
Afhes  of  Scorpions,  Toads,  and  Vipers;  and  divers  other  ftron- 
gerpoyfons,  both  by  nature  and  skill  dreft  and  prepared,  do  cure 
and  heal  their  own  and  all  other  Poyfons;  nay  as  all  flronger 
likes  do  cure  their  likes  throughout  the  whole  world  of  difeafes, 
even  fo  when  a  man  hath  found  out  the  thing  chat  hurts  him 
be  may  by  eafie  skill  mingle  and  break  the  temper  of  the  fame 

"P  confume  it  felf  as  ea- 
Idy,  vvithout  any  further  doubt,  toil  and  labour;  But  efpeciallv 
kcaiife  there  IS  no  one  thing  in  the  World,  take  What  you  will, 
that  hath  not  the  vertues  of  the  P4r»rfx  arrefted  andfaHened 

upon  ir,  and  alfo  of  rhe  qualities  thereof  within  it  felf  that  is 

abletoln^fii^;'?'^  mayrerveinfteadofall,  and  that  is  not 

of  vvi^and  t , r  which  thing  weighed,  and  with  difeourfe 

of  wit  and  reafon  fully  reached,  they  went  to  pradlife,  and  by  the 

like  fharpnefs  of  wit,  they  found  out  the  kindly  and  ready  way  to 
dreft  and  make  fir  thefe  three  kinds  of  M^icines lEid 
whi.h  contain  all  the  Arc  of  healing,  all  the  reft  are  but  waft 

words  andgrievoiistoyl,ro  tire  a  world  of  wits  aboura  bootlefs 

matter,  as  faith  1>«  C^rtw.  But  efpeciaily  they  refted  in  the  laft 
which  IS  enough  alone,  and  yet  not  vvithour  i>reat  forecaft  « 

the  very  bc(!  of  all,  for  their  eafe 
indrefflng.  ThouglrDr.  Culpefer  of  late  vvas  not  concent  with 

r  ^hereft,afwell  to  fpire  his  enemierthe 

Ca//cd^x  of  Phypetam,  as  to  make  bimfelf  famous  in  Taverm  and 
Mufes,^,Parac,lfc\^  his  time  did  ,  vvhofe  ftepstrSe 
tofollow  aga.nft  therule  of  Rofic  Crucian  mfdom  and  vertue  • 

H  and 
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and  the  example  oF his  anceflors. 

But  hath  every  thing  all  the  vertues  and  influences  taken  from 
the and by  the  Moon^x.ox.\iZ  earth;  That  is,  all 
the  curing  and  healingpower  of  all  the  things  in  thp  world  ?  very- 
well  you  muft  remember  that  I  proved  above  all  the  vertues  and 
pvtersdi  heaven j  poured  down  through  the  Influence  ofthe  Moon^' 
upon  thefe  lower  creatures^o  be  nothing  elfe  f  as  Captain  George 
wharton  truly  faith  )  but  one  felf  fame  life  and  Soul,  and 
/;  heat  in  all  things.  And  again  ^that  all  difeafes  flow  from  di- 
ftemper,  and  as  it  were  difcord  ofthe  Natural  confent  of  the  bo-  > 
dy;  then  that  thing  which  is  endued  with  ftore  of  life,  and  with 
exadi:  and  perfedl  temperatenefs,  feated  upon  both  a  fubtile  and 
ftrongbody,f  which  the  thing  in  the  bottom  is)  able  alone  by 
fubduing  his  weaker  enemies,  thofediftempered  difeafes,  by 
flrengthening  his  fellow  life,  Aurum  ?otahlle^\x\  our  bodies.  And 
laflly,  by  orderly  binding  together  the  frame  that  was  dipt  out  of 
order,  to  do  as  much  as  all  the  powers  and  forces  of  all  the 
Weights,  and  minerals  world,  that  is,  to  put  to  flight  all 

trouble  of  difeafes,  and  reftore  the  body  to  perfed  health  and 
quietnefs. 

But  how  is  all  this  done?  we  talk  of  high  things,and  huddle  up 
too  many  great  matters  together.  It  were  good  for  us  to  work 
them  out  diftindlly;  when  this  Aurum  Votahlle  we  fpeak  of,  and 
ftrong  tempered  medicines,  flip  into  the  ftomach,  it  flayes  no 
long  digeflion,  being  already  digefled,  nor  look  for  any  ordinary 
paflages  to  be  opened  unto  it,  but  as  foon  as  it  is  raifed  out  of 
deep  by'his  fellow,  the  natural  heat,  by  and  by  he  flyes  out,  and 
skowers  about, as  faft  as  the  JDolphlne  after  his  prey,  or  as  nature 
herfelf,whom  U^.Booker,^s  I  take  it  (faith)  to  pierce  bounds, 
and  all  to  the  purpofe,  that  is  to  feek  his  like  food,  and  fuflenance, 
whereby  topreferve  his  flate  and  being,  which  is  the  purpofe  of 
all  things  in  the  world,as  was  faid  above. 

Now  there  is  nothing  fo  like  and  neer  a^  perfedl  temperature 
in  the  world,  as  the  Etherlal  flrft  molflure  in  man ;  But  what  this 
is,  you  may  read  in  my  book  entituled  V'entHs  mag- 

This  is  befl  and  mofl  in  the  heart,  the  root  of  life,  then  rhither- 
it  hyeth  and  preyeth  upon  that  part  firfl,  and  that  is  the  caufe  why 

it 
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it  prefently  reftoreth  aman  half  dead,  and  as  it  were,  pulls  hfni 
out  of  the  throat  of  deaths  then  it  runs  to  the  reft  all  about ,  in- 
creahng  by  that  means  the  natural  heat,  and  firft  moifture  of  eve¬ 
ry  part  of  the  body ;  when  this  is  done ,  he  turns  upon 
the  parts  themfelves ,  and  by  encountring  with  them  in 
the  fame  fort,  according  to  his  might,  feeds  upon  them,  and 
brings  them  a  certain  way  towards  his  own  nature,  evenfo  far  as 
we  will  by  our  ufage  fuffer ;  for  if  we  take  it  with  meafure  and 
difcretion,  it  will  bring  our  body  to  a  middle  mean  and  ftate, 
between  his  own  exad  temperature  and  the  difteraper  of  difea- 
fes,  even  a  better  ftate  then  ever  it  had  before;  if  we  ufe  it  out  of 
meafure,  it  takes  us  up  too  high,  and  too  near  his  own  mwre,  and 
makes  us  unmeet  for  the  deeds  of  the  duties  of  an  earthly  life. 
But  in  the  mean  while  in  the  midft  of  this  work,  we  muft  know 
that  by  his  exceeding  heat  and  fubtlenefs  which  is  gotten  by  Ro¬ 
fie  Crucian  skill,  and  which  make  up  the  ftrength  above  all  things, 
it  divides  and  fcatters,  like  fmoke  before  the  wind,  all  diftempe- 
redand  hurtful  things,  and  if  they  cannot  be  reconciled  and  tur¬ 
ned  to  goodnefs,  nature  throws  them  out  as  dead,  and  unfruitful 
leavings. 

But  how  do  we  talk,  (as  Mr  H^tlUam  Tub  the  Aftrological  Fen¬ 
cer  faith)  fo  much  of  exaEh  and^  ferfect  temper  ,  when  by 
the  verdlEb  of  all  the  Quefir  in  thefe  cafes  there  is  no  fuch 
thing  found  in but  in  heaven  onelj}  neither  heard  you  me 
fay  that  it  floated  aloft,  hut  was  junkjothe  bottom  of  all  nature  ‘s 
notwithftanding  by  a  true  and  Holy  Rofie  Crucian  to  be  founded 
and  weighed  up.  For  asheaven  was  once  agrofs  and  diftempered 
lump  f  as  I  told  you  in  my  book  of  the  nature  and  dignity  of  An- 
by  the  divine  art  of  God  that  ordered  all  things  (as  you 
have  read  in  the  Introdudiory  parrof  this  book,)  refined  andfun- 
dred  away  round  to  the  place  and  nature  where  it  now  ftandeth; 
even  fo  one  of  our  grofs  bodies  here  below,  being  a  piece  of  the 
fame  lump ^\io  ,  and  all  one  with  that  which  Heaven  once  was, 
rnay  by  the  like  art  and  cunning  be  refined  and  parted  from  all 
his  difterr<pered  drofs  and  foul  droilinefs,and  brought  into  a  Hea¬ 
venly  nature  of  the  beft  and  goodlieft  t  hing  in  Heaven  :  And  yet 
you  muft  nor  rake  me  ras  though  I  would  have  the  mind  and  wit 
of  man,  which  is  but  a  fpark  of  the  divine  great  mind  ,  (I  fpake 
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in  my  book  called  Vemm  hgm)  to  be  able  to  reach  theexcellen- 
cyof  his  work,  andro  make  fo  great  perfection;  if  he  do  but 
{hadovvic,  and  make  a  Counterfeit*  that  is*  if  he  reach  not 
fo  far  as  to  make  all  things*  but  to  mend  a  few  by  this  his  Hea-r  * 
yen ,  all  is  well,  it  is  as  much  as  \  can  look  for  at  the  hand  of  any 
man  that  is  not  a  Rofte  Crmlan^o^  is  the  time  to  reft  a  little, and 
pray  for  the  good  ufe  and  practice  of  thc^e  that  fhall  read  our 
writing. 


CHAP.  X^. 

Qf  the  Rojte  Crucian  Sunyor  Spiritual  OyL  Of  the  Divine  JVorkj  of 
Cod  not  jet  obferved.  Hojv  we  make  zither.  Examples  of  Me^ 
dlclnes  Rope  Crucian  and  Grecian,  Of  Rolf  on.  Of  the  Superna^ 
tptral  Miracles  of  the  Rofte  Crucians,  with  obedience  to  Reafon^ 
Another  Medicine  of  Supernatural  ejfeth.  Of  the  power  and  ftr 
aret  skjll  of  Nature,  How  to  dlff  live  Minerals :  And  haw  to  pre^ 
pare  them  for  Mens  Bodies, 

EUgenlus  ThepdldaEtus  hath  (hewed  you  this  Heaven,  Nay  thisi 
Sun  of  ours,  which  is  nought  elfC)  as  I  told  you  in  one  of  ray 
books  of  Aftrologle,h\\t^v\Oylfull  of  heavenly  Spirits ,  and  yet 
in  Quality  of  his  oody  juft,  even  and  natural,  fine  and  piercing, 
clofe  and  lafting,  able  as  well  to  rule  this  little  World ,  as  Mr. 
Thomas  Heydon  ^zk\\yXh^%'^^^t  Sunis  able  to  governe  the  great 
World. 

But  what  is  he,faies  Mr » lohn  Cleeveland,  that  can  fee  this  D i- 
vine  Art  and  Way,  whereby  God  made  his  great  and  mighty 
work,viz:  as  I  fhewedinmyBook,intituled,  Mofes  fpeech 

to  (j^(i,upon  the  fecond  chapter  of  Geneps}  or  if  he  (aw  it*  learne 
and  match  it  by  imitation?  I  anhver,  None  but  Rofie  Crucians,  to 
whom  I  am  a  friend,  and  they  God  hath  enlighcned  and  iinfeal- 
ed  thpir  eyes,  they  have  found  the  way  lying  open  in  all  places , 
apd  in  all  Natural  changes, thty  fee  them  pafs  and  travel,!  fay  ftill* 
the  courfe  that  Heydon  calls  fofc  and  witty,  that  is,  kindly  fepa- 
ratlpn:  andif  hebenot  fwift  andraflhas  many,  fuchas  Thomas 
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Vaughdn  and  Street y  but  will  hare  fober  patience,  his  own  skill 
and  labour  will  be  but  little  if  he  pleafe;  for  Nature  her  felf  \ery 
kindly  will  in  her  due  time  performe  all,  and  even  all  that  hea¬ 
venly  workmanlbip  be  eafily  performed ;  and  yet  I  mean  not  fo 
but  that  Art  muft  accompany  and  attend  npon  Nature  ( though 
with  n  ^ great  pains  and  skill)  both  forward  and  backward  in  this 
Journey  (Dortour  French  knows  my  meaning,  fodoth  Dociour 
if  his  angry  Cenfure  will  fuffer  his  Natural  judgement  ) 
until  become  to  his  wifhed  reft,  and  to  the  top  of  all  perfe¬ 
ction. 

If  you  perceive  not ,  confider  the  way  whereby  we  made  our 
Etherm  our  book  abovenamed,  and  matched  our  own  firft  moi- 
fture  ^a  thing  EtherUh  I  fay,  and  almoft  Temperate;  mark  what  I 
fay,  there  is  a  further  end  in  the  matter,  hold  on  the  fame  means 
whereby  you  camefo  far  through  The  wife  mans  Crown  ,  and  are 
gone  fo  far  In  the  JVay  to  bllfsy  whiebis  that  I  fpake  ot  ,  and  you 
may  reach  it. 

Then  you  fee  the  way  to  cure  all  difeafes  by  the  third  way  of 
Egjftlan  healings  which  they  doe,  and  we  may  well  call  it  the  E- 
gyptians  Heaven,  and  yet  it  is  a  way  far  beneath  the  Rofte  Crucian  > ' 
Arc  of  Healing,  as  we  (ball  fhew  hereafter. 

But  if  they  will  not  yeeld  yet  to  reafon,  but  mutter  ftil  Tho-^ 
»<w.Jtw/-like,thatthefe  Heavenly  Medicines  of  ours  are  very 
high  for  the  reach  of  mens  filly  wits,  here  ftrowed  below  upon 
the  ground  for  ocher  lefler  and  Safer  ufes,  and  that  no  man  fince 
the  nrft  man,orif  I  will  fay  Mofes^w^s  the  firft ,  that  firft  found 
outthefe  inventions, as  they  call  them,after  ^dam;  and  that  none 
but  the  fuccejfors  of  Mofes  have  been  ever  yet  known  to  have  found 
and  wrought  the  fame;  Iwillnotftand  to  beat  reafon  into  fuch 
giddy-braindmen,but  go  t©the  other  two  waies  of  healing,which 
the  Egyptians  found  out  and  ured,and  called  the  firft  Mineral  Me¬ 
dicines,  and  thefe  Mofes  taught  the  children  Ifraelm  the  val¬ 
ley  of  mount  Sinai y  when  he  took^  the  Golden  Calf  which  he 
had  made  yand  calcined  It  in  the  fire  y  and  ground  It  to  powdery  and  In¬ 
corporated  It  with  a  Solar  Veagtcy  and  made  the  children  of  Ifrael 
drink^^urum  potahlle. 

And  the  next  myfteries  and  recrets,as  may  Appear  by  R;VmW 
his  fpeaking  of  Rafie  Cruc-an  Secretsy  we  fitly  may  call  this  fecond 

kind 
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kind,  bccaufe  that  is  too  large  a  Name  (if  it  be  lawful  for  Us  as 
well  as  for  all  other  Learned  men,  where  a  fit  word  wants  to 
make  a  nevy)  we  may  do  well  I  fay  to  call  it  a  Care  It  feif,  becaufe 
it  is  by  that  way  of  healing, whereby  every  felf  fame  thing  further 
broken  may  cure  it  felf;  and  this  inward  and  hidden  thing  as  they 
fay,  the  outward  and  apparent  by  the  courfe  of  kind,  whereby  the 
Wronger  like  eates  up  in  triall  and  confumes  the  weaker. 

If  this  leave  be  once  granted,  we  will  borrow  a  little  more  for 
the  other  two  iikewire,becaufc  their  names  ,are  not  pertinent  to 
our  purpofe,  and  Cd\\  Heaven  a  forfo  itdoth,and 

the  next  a  Cure-the  Greats  becaufe  the  Order  of  the 
Ro(te  Cruclans\sz\\\2iyts  to  match  the  greater  and  moreftubborn 
fort  of difcafes  with  the  Stout  and  mighty  minerals the  reft 
with  thofe  hidden  cnre-themfelves,  or  at  leaft  in  the  lower  rank  of 
lighter  difeafes,  with  their  likes, ‘onely  raw,  as  thcGr^^;Wufc 
them,  without  any  curious  drelTing. 

Let  us  draw  nearer  a  conclufion  of  the  matter;  becaufe  Grecians 
themfelves  are  able,  and  om EngU(h Phyftclans 

to  cure  the  lighter  fort  of  difeafes,  and  to  heal  all  butthefDur  j 
aforefaid,  we  will  leave  the  reft  for  them, and  fo let  this  fecond  • 
kind  of  healing  go ,  called  oar  hidden  cure  themfelves,  and  bend  all 
our  batteries  againft  thefe  four  which  they  call  incurable,  and  fee 
how  by  force  of  our  Mineral  Medicines ,  they  may  be  cured:  we 
fee  the  Poyfoned  fpirits  and  breaths  of  venomous  things,  with 
what  force  they  work  upon  our  bodies,  things  in  Nature  fee 
againft  them,  and  how  they  confume  them;  If  you  do  not  fee  by 
imagination ,  reafon  with  your  felves,  if  not  remember  thofe 
above  named,  that  killed  witn  their  fght  ;tHear  one  or  two  more 
that  work  the  fame  by  touch  as  violently.  The  Hare-fifh,z  moft 
cold  and  dry  creature  ( to  omit  thatfhe  makethamans  headake 
by  fght)  if  you  touch  her  aloof  onely  with  a  ftaffe,  that  her  veno¬ 
mous  breath  may  go  ftraight  and  round  unto  you  ,  you  die  pre- 
fently.  The  root  Baaz>am  in  Palefllne,  as  Pythagoras  writes,  kills 
the  man  that  handleth  it,  and  therefore  they  ufed  to  make  a  dog 
pull  it  up  (as  Ben.  lohnfon  [mh)  who  thereby  died  imediately. 

To  come  into  the  body;  that  cofily  poyfon  Mr.  Llnacre  of, 
that  is  in  and  one  grain  kills  a  man  out  of  hand,  yet  ftay 

but  a  quarter  of  an  hours  working , and  that  one  grain  divided  will 

over- 
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overcome  ten  men;!  hope  you  doubt  not  but  thefe  mighty  poyfons 
if  they  were  like  in  Nature  to  the  four  great  difeafes,  and  by  lirrle 
and  little  to  be  born  by  Nature,  and  fet  upon  them,  would  be 
able  eafily,  by  their  great  ftrength  to  devour  andconfume  them; 
or  clfe  fure  fuch  heaps  of  poyfon  as  the  give  us  would 

not  dwell  10  long  within  us,  but  would  put  out  life  in  a  moment. 
Now  what  are  thefe  poyfoned  yapoursy  but  moft  cold  and  dry  bo¬ 
dies,  wrought  and  broken  up  by  nacurall  mingling  ,  unto^reat 
finenefs  and  fubcilenefsjby  this  peircing  fwiftly  all  about,  and  by, 
thefe  contrary  qualities  overcoming  ?  Then  let  us  take  the  llout- 
eft  Minerals  as  are  called  Middle  Minerals  by  Rofte  Crucians  y 
or  hard  juices  by  Mr.  Berkenhead  (to  leave  the  Metals  for  a  better 
purpofe)  be  they  poyfons,  as  (7.  faith,  but  what  they  be 

/care  not, and  after  we  have  by  meer  working,  cleanfed  them  and 
ftripped  them  of  their  cloggs  and  hinderances,  broken  and  raifed 
them  to  a  fine  fubftance,  then  match  them  with  their  likes,  the 
hurtfull  things  in  our  bodies,  Hiall  they  not  letall  thereftalone, 
and  ftraightway  cleave  to  their  fellows ,  as  well  as  a  purging  medl- 
cinesy  and  fo  devour  and  draw  them  out  by  little  and  little .?  If 
there  be  no  likes,  I  grant  they  will  as  well  as  that,  fall  upon  their 
enemies,  or  good  juices,and  feed  upon  them. 

Then  what  do  you  doubt  is  not  a  Mineral  body  far  better  ?  And 
therefore  if  it  be  raifed  to  as  great  a  finenefs,  much  flronger  in 
working  then  the  gentle  and  loofe  temper  of  a  wtght  or  plant: 
wherefore  thefe  our  Mineral  Medicines,  and  fome  other  fore- 
mentioned  Mcdi:incs,and  cure  the  great, zs  we  call  them,fliallin 
any  reafon,work  more  violently  upon  their  likes,  then  the  natu¬ 
ral  poyfons  of  Heights  and  Plants  do  upon  their  contraries,  both  be- 
caufe  the  like  doth  more  eahly  yield  then  the  contrary,  and  for 
that  the  lighter  here  is  the  flronger. 

But  if  you  cannot  fee  thefe  things  by  the  light  of  mind, open 
your  eyes,  and  call  them  a  little  into  the  School  of  Alchlmy  into 
thelelfer  and  lower  fchool,  I  mean  of  Germans,  and  you  fliall  fee 
the  Schollars,  efpecially  the  mafters,by  (irippingthe  Minerals, and 
lifting  up  their  properties, but  a  few  degrees, to  work  wonders;  as 
to  name  three  or  four,  by  quenching  the  Loadfione  in  theoyl  of 
Iron,  his  proper  food,  they  make  him  ten  times  Wronger,  able  to 
pull  a  nail  out  of  a  poh  j&c.  And  by  this  natural  patterp  they  make 

Artificial 
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Artificial  drawers,  not  for  Iron  onely,  but  for  all  other  things, yea 
and  fome  fo  mighty,  as  they  will  lift  up  an  Ox  from  the  ground, 
and  rent  the  arm  of  a  Tree  from  the  body,  Comer  doth. 
witnefsjwho  reporteth  again  that  ha  favv  a  flefh-drawer,  that 
pulled  up  loo  weight  of  flelli,  and  a  mans  eye  out  ofhishead, 
and  his  Lights  up  into  his  Throat  eind  choaked  him.  They  make 
binders  alfo  to  gleso  tm  fleces  of  Iron  together ,  as  faft  as  the  Smith 
can  joyn  them  To  be  fhort  they  make  eaters  alfo,thac 
will  confunie  Iron  fi ones  or  any  hard  thing  tonought  in  a  mo¬ 
ment;  they  live  Gold  into  an  oyle^  they  Fix  Mercury  with  the 
fmok^e of  Brirnfione^mdmTkQ,  many  rare  devifes  of  it;  And  all 
thcfe  wonders  and  many  more  they  do  by  certain  reafon.-  I 
could  tell  you,  if  I  could  fiand  about  it.  In  the  mean  time  con- 
lider,  if  thefe  or  any  other  fuch  like  Minerals  were  raifed  higher, 
and  led  to  the  top  of  their  finenefs  and  fubtlencfs,  and  matched  * 
with  their  like  companions,  or  with  their  contraries,  if  you  will, 
thofe  great  difeafes  in  our  bodies,  wh?r  ftirrs  they  would  make  a- 
raong  them,  how  eafily  they  would  hew  them,  pierce,  divide, 
wafte,  and  confume  them  I  But  you  mufi  alwayes  have  a  fpecial  ■ 
regard,  that  the  Medicines  be  not  liker  our  natures,  then  the  na- 
tureof  the  thing  that  hurts  us;  for  then  they  would  firft  fall  up- 
onus,  and  let  the  difeafes  alone,  which  heed  is  eafily  taken  in 
minerals ,  things  very  far  off  our  natHre<i  faith  Des  Cartes, 

And  with  thefe  experience  the  wonderful  vertue  of  the  ojl  and 
water  of  Tobacco  wife  men  I  have  known  do  miracles  with  ir. 


What  is  to  be  faid  more  in  thefe  matters?  I  think  nothing,  un 


lefs  through  the  countenance  of  an  idle  opinion  that  reigns  a- 
mong  them,  they  dare  flycto  the  laft,  and  ofall  other  the  moft 
flender  fheltcr, and  deny  our  ability  to  break,  tame  and  handle 
as  we  lift, fuch  flout  and  (lubborn  bodies:  (what)  becaufeyou 
know  not  how  to  doit,  will  you  fafhion  all  men  by  your  mould? 
wife  men  would  firft  look  into  the  power  and  firength  of  skill  and 
nature,  and  fee  what  they  can  do, and  meafurc  it  thereby,  and  not 
by  their  own  weaknefs;  there  (hall  you  underfiand,  that  there  is 
nothing  in  nature  fo  ftrong  and  flubborn,  but  it  hath  its  match  at 
leaft,  if  not  his  overmatch  in  Namrcy  fuch  is  the  nature  of  mans 
body^Q^his  Soul  of  fignatures  of  FlantiyOi  mettalsyV^i.  minerals yZnd 
oi  her  things  alfo.

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But  admit  fomewhat  weaker  as  Herbs  and  Plants ^  &c.  yet  this> 
ifhcgetthehelpof  a  wifemans  Art  unto  him,  {hall  quickly  wax 
great  and  mend  in  ftrength  and  be  able  eafily  to  overcome,  that 
other;  mark  how  the  dregs  of  Vinegary  a  thing  fprung  out  from  a 
weak  beginning,  and  it  felf  as  weak  as  water,  is  able  if  it  be  but 
’  or\ctdlfillledyto  make  ftouter  things  then  minerals  even  mettals 
themfeheSy^W but filver  andgold^  to  yield  and  m*elt  down  to  his 
.OYJUwaterlfh  naturcy  nay  which  is  more  Mlld-dew  Hea¬ 
ven  y  as  Mr,  C&oks  the  Vicar  calls  it,  wrought  firft  by  the  Beeihzt 
cunning  beaft,  and  then,  twice  or  thrice  by  the  diftiller,  diftilled 
will  do  the  fame,  you  may  judge  with  your  felf,  what  not  onely 
thefe,  but  other  fiercer  andfharper  things,  as  Salts,  &c.  more 
like  to  do  upon  Minerals;  and  by  the  way  confider,  if  fuch  mild 
‘things  as  wine  and  honey,  fo  meanly  prepared^  are  able  tofub- 
^  due  in  that  fort  the  moft  ftiffe  and  tough  things  in  the  world, 
fo  minerals  cheaper  then  Aurum  PetahlUy  in  their  higheft  degree 
of  dignity  would  cure  the  flouteft  difeafe  ("being  prepared  fitly) 
that  caogrow  in  our  bodics.Now  let  us  fit  andtake  our  reft  a  little 
and  then  we  will  cdncludeour  Rofie  Crucian  Medicines.

Ibmewhat  prettily:;  bticfto'-do  ’k  throughly^'  'awl  St  M^'yfteaftilre 
he  will  life ,  (though  to  the  great  grief  of  ^isPatlent)  a  fine  and 
long  indrument  of  MettaK But  a  right  Surgeon\\tQ,  common  ones 
are  but  Butchers,  fuch  a  one  as  Is  a  Phyftclan,  and  Aftrologer^  nay 
a  B^ofie  Crucian  alfo,  would  touch  his  Inftrument,  with  a  Load^ 
fione,  that  is  commonly  found,  to  make  it  pierce  throughout  the 
body  without  all  fenfe  or  feeling  ;  Even  fo  good  Thyjicians  fuch 
an  one,  as  the  Lord  Marcfues  of  Worcefter  had ,  “whom  he  'taught 
many  fine  inventions :  he  told  me  of  a  Golden  ball  that  this  Lord 
made,  that  let  him  throw  it  into  aRiver  or  Pool, it  would  arife  a- 
again  from  the  bottom  at  what  hour  he  pleafed.  This  noble  Mar- 
jfues  fhewed  me  a  key  of  th|  lock,  that  would  tell  him  who  touch¬ 
ed  It.  Hay  if  ic  fortuned  to  bepickt  he  could  know  who  did  it,and 
what  was  taken  away  (before  their  faces)  and  many  rare  things  I 
have  feen  this  princely  Philofopher  do,  which  his  excellency  was 
pleafed  to  fhew  me;  fuch  asthefe  are  hard  to  be  found  in  this  G<7- 
where  none  of  thefe  can  live  without  great  envie.  If 
one  of  thefe  Rofte  Crucians  be  to  encounter  with  our  grea  teft  ene¬ 
mies, thefe  four  we  fpeak  of, he  would  not  Ihopcvfhe  were  a  true 
Rope'Cruclanhz^Lom^iz^  to  thruft  at  them  with  the  Raw  and 
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blunt  Herh  Medicines  fuch  as  Dr.  Scarboronghy  prercribe,no 
nor  although  they  be  fharpenedby by  plain  di- 
ftillations  :  neither  would  he,  I  think  for  piety,  ftmg  the 
ticnl  with  Eugcnliis  Phtlaleihc^  Martyrdome  of  rude  and  tan 
Miner dsy  and  unlefs  they  were  made  into  a  fine  clean  ^^^^ral 
and  temperate  quality^  which  would  work  mightily^  anddeltroy 
either  of  thefe  four  great  difeafes  ,  LefroftCy  Gouty  Drof[tey^m 
Falling- ftekpefs :  but  feed, Comfort,  or  at  leaft  not  offend,  and  hurt 
his  patient:  they  labour  in  vain  that  pradife  otherwife,  Thefe 

are  the  medeclnes  which  I  onely  ufe,  ana  which  a  good  and  vvife 
P  hyp  clan  ought  onely  to  feek  and  follow,  and  if  he  cannot  hndit> 
iQthitnuCQthQcare  themfelves.  But  fuch  a  thing  as  this^  I  fay, 
brought  to  this  equality,  andfinenefs  of  frame  and  temper,  (were 
it  at  the  fir  ftj,  rpight,  Plant  or  mineral)  was  it  which  our  father 
founder  Mofesy  ( the  chief  of  the  Rofie  Crofs)  faid  is  Uke  to  Hea¬ 
ven,  andtheftrength  of  all  ftrengths  piercing  and  fubduingaL 

thin^^s.  , 

This  was  it  that  warranted  his  Sons  the  rofre  C ruclans  to  avow 

fofioutly,  that  Art  was  long  and  Life  (hort,  and  all  difeafes  cura- 

hky  when  Illpfocrates  the  Father  of  Common  ^  PhyficianSyW^s  dri¬ 
ven  by  the  infirmity  and  endlefs  matter  of  his  weak  body  and 
envious  mind  tinctured  with  Covetoufnefs,and  fickle  Medicines, 
to  cry  to  Rope  Cruclansyhwt  they  would  not  hear  fuch  hard-heart¬ 
ed  Fellows, nor  give  him  long  Eife^  he  faid  therefore  chat  ^rt  was 
loftf,  and  Life  was  (hort.  And  whereas  he  and  his  off-fpcing^ 
were  fain  to  leave  many  difeafed  helplefs,  to  the  great  Qiame  of 
j4rt  and  Plague  of  mankind y  is  it  any  marvel  when  as  prick 
at  them  (  as  I  faid)  with  a  Bucchers-prick  ?  Nay, fee  what  they  do 
by  their  practice,  they  be  fo  far  from  all  help  and  comfort  to  the 
Patient  in  greaceft  danger,  that  they  increafe  his  wifer  eys  many 
waies,  except  the  great  eafer  of  all  pain,  and  their  common  Me¬ 
dicine  Deathy  be  quickly  adminiftred  r  Firft,  they  make  the  Pati¬ 
ent  fufier  the  punifhment  due  to  their  own  fiorhful  Idlenefs,  bur¬ 
denin'^  his  flomach  with  that  labour  of  loofnening  and  fundering 
the  Fine  from  the  Grofs,  which  they  fliould  before  have  taken  in- 
torhzh  Glafes :  and  then  by  doing  thefe  often,  they  clean  tire 
h^s  feeble  Nature  (as  it  would  tire  ahorfe)  when  as  byftripping 
the  foal  and  giofs  (tuff,  that  dulls  the  working,  and  receining  the

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yertucin  a  narrow  ftrongbodyj-theymighcdoe  as  much  at  one 
time  as  they  doe  now  in  twenty,  and  becanfe  their  Medicines 
applyed  are  o£  fmaller  power  and  weaker  than  the  things 
that  hurt  us,  they  feed  nourifh  and  Hrengthen  the  difeafe  and 
ticknefs.but  for  all  this^if  fome  of  this  company  and  fide  ofLeeches 
have  been  and  are  yet  fometimes  able  to  heal  all  difeafes  in  our 
body  { though  with  much  ado,  as  you  have  heard)  fave  the  four 
named  remedilefs,  yea  and  thofe  afwell  in  their  fpring  as  before 
their  npenefs.as  they  themfelves  report.  Is  there  any  Proportion 

College  of  Phyficlans  lay  meafurgs  why  the 
Rofie  C  rucian  mighty  Medicines  which  I  call  Gure-the-ereats,  paf- 
hng  therein  power,  4/ rlfenefsof  a  difeafe  Is  dove 
the  Spring,  (hall  not  overmatch  the  ripe  as  well  as  the  green  Dif- 

this  plainly  true , 

That  albeit  the  Grecians  is  weak  and  halting  in  this  kind  of  heal- 
is  the  Egyptian)  or  (as  now  they  terme  it  J  the  Paracel- 
ftans  and  Mineral  skill  fulhcient  to  cure  all  difeafes  :  Then  I  have 
paid  the  whole  fumme  of  my  promife,  touching  thefecond 

means  and  helps  to  Bllfs  mi  Happinefs-,  which  is  Life  and 
Health. 


Before  I  clofe,  I  think  it  very  meet,  while  the  time  and  place 
very  fitly  fetveth,  to  do  a  good  deed,  and  this  fhall  be  my  intent 
to  admoni^  and  exhort  the  Grecian  Leaches,  and  their  Scholars 
,  me  English  ^Spanish,  and  French  PhyficianSy  whom  if  they  follow 
Hippocrates^  Plato,  Pythagoras^rndhisitWo^NSi  I  love  for  their 

Learning,  and  pitcy  for  their  mifleading  others  (^althou^^h  it  be 

grievous,  I  know  to  old  Scholars,  wone  in  a  kind  of  Learning, 
tounlearne  all  as  it  were  and  begin  again,  for  their  own  Credit  ' 
and  Virtue,  yea  and  profit  fake  alfor  if  they  efieem  that  befi,  to 
Kave  thofe  Gilded  Pills  and  Sugred  Batts  ,  and  all  other  crafty 
fnares,  wherewith  the  World  hath  been  fo  Ion?  caught  arid 
fo  long  tOiiTientedj  and  to  feck  this  onely  heavenly  Society^  as 
(to  you  that  are  learned)  eafily  may  temper  your  felves,  and  be  ' 

acquainted  with  the  ready,  true,  plain  and  certain  way  of  Heal- 
ing difeafes.  I  think  informer  time  they  were  not  greatly  to 
be  blamed  and  accufed  but  of  dulnefs  and  weaknefs-of  underfian- 
ding  in  not  applying  and  feeing  this  perledion,  .and  fupp!-  ing  of 
allthetr  wantsj  but  fince  they  have  been  fo  often  tvarneO  not 
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with  words  only,  but  with  examples  of  Learned  men,  Matheo- 
lusFernellm^  Scverims  Banusy  Philo  ludausy  Diodorus  Siculus^ 
and  other  fuch  like  which  have  and  doe  revolt,  and  flie  away  from 
them  daily,  yea  and  by  the  certain  deeds  of  Paracelfcyit  wereim- 
qity  to  fit  ftill :  Well,  few  words  will  ferve  to  wife  and  vertuous 
Phyftciamy  fuch  as  are  of  themfelves  forward. 

But  there  is  another,  and  I  am  afraid, the  greater  fort,  lefs  ho- 
neft, more  Idle  and  Covetous,  full  of  windy  Pride  and  Words, 
but  empty  of  all  good  learning,  and  they  are  no  friends  to  Rofie 
nor  they  to  them,  and  thefeno  gentle  warning  of  any, 
no  though  a  Rofie  Crucian  himfelf  fliould  come  and  bring  Truth 
her  felf  along  with  him  in  perfon, would  prevail :  who  care  not  it 
feemsif  half  mankind  fhould  perifli  for  want  of  help  and  fuccour, 
rather  then  lofe  their  gains ;  And  which  not  onely  fpeak  foully 
but  write  fooIilhIy,againft  this  overflourifhing  vercue,  but  alfo 
like  the  giddy  people  of  my  time ,  where  they  catch  the  State,  ba- 
nifh  the  men  that  hold  and  poffefs  it;  whereas  if  it  were  a  good 
Commonwealth  (quoth  Arlflotle )  the  matter  would  be  fo  far 
£:om  Banifihment OT  Imprifonmenty  as  they  would  efteem  fuch  a 
man  as  well  as  the  Laivs  ( for  he  is  himfelf  a  Law)  exempt  from 
all  obedience,  and  judge  him  worthy  to  be  followed  and  obeyed 
as  a  perpetual  King, 

This  untowardnefs  and  crookednefs  in  men  caufodalhur  AT 
healing  Anceflors  theP^ofie  Crucians  from  time  to  time,  never  to 
abide  their  Sentence,  but  to  the  great  hurt  and  lofs  of  mankind 
go  into  willing  Banifihmentyyovi  have  cftablifhed  a  kind  oi  Govern¬ 
ment  among  yon  (to  purfue  the  fame,  like  a  little - )  wherein 

you  rule  alone  over  the  weak  and  forty  fubjecis  of  mens  Bodies, 
then  their  health  and  fafcty  yo  i  ought  to  feek  onely,  behdes  e- 
nough  to  maintain  a  contented  effate  alfo ,  which  Plato  allowes 
his  Governoursy  and  nor  profit  only  (that  were  Tyranny)  both  for 
humanity  and  Religion  fake,  for  to  omit  Religion,  which  they  do 
lightly  omit,  if  a  Phyfitian  begin  once  to  make  a  prey 
of  men,  he  is  not  onely  no  man,  but  a  nioR  Fierce 
and  cruell  Beaft  ,  not  fit  to  be  compared  and  matched 
and  matched  any  where,  if  you  feek  all  over  the  world  as  with 
the  mi(hapen  tmnfler  of  Indla^  which  Arifiotle  defcribes,  and  calls 
Mar  tic  hor a, \yhk\\  being  by  nature  or  cufiome,  1  know  not  whe¬ 
ther. 


derfot  fumilhedf,  sSid  armed  unto  it. 

Firft  witn  a  facefike  ^  Ma^jZvoitel^Q  zTrumpep,  two  fie  things 
to  aliure  and  callhim  in)  and  then  if  he  flye,  with  the  fwifcnefs  of 
an  Hart  to  oyer  take  him,  he  darts  like  a  Torcuplney  to  wound  him 
afar  of ;  and  with  the  tail  of  a  Scorpion^  as  it  were  a  poyfoned 
near  hand  to  fting  him :  furthermore,  left  all  this  might  not 
ferve,  by  occafion  of-^r?»w,he  hath  feet  like  a  Lw;^, fiercely  and 
cruelly  to  tear  him,  and  three  rowes  of  teeth,  on  each  Chap  fox 
the  in  devouring.  Apply  you  and  the  Apothecarricsjthe  reft  your 
feWeSi  in  fecrct  for  my  part,  as  I  am  not  a  Rofie  Crucian,  fo  I  am 
as  well  as  they,  forry  to  fee  evil  done.  And  I  am  loath  to  fpeak 
evil  of  it,  and  fure  were  not  the  great  grief  and  envy  I  dobear ;  and 
alwayesdid,  to  fee  defert  trodden  down  by  fuch  nnworthinefs,and 
fome  little  hopes  I  have  to  hear  of  the  amendment,  andfhof 
the  return  of  the  truth,  and  good  men  out  of  banifhment  and  im- 
priConment,  you  fhould  have  found  me  in  fVefimlnfier-Hall :  as 
I  have  been  an  Atturnyin  Termetime,  and  mean  to  continue  my 
*pra6lire  there  fo  long  as  I  live,  except  in  the  Vacation,  which
